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PREFACE. 


Tae Calendar and Index contained in the present 
volume have run out to the full number of pages deemed 
desirable to be included in each of our publications; a 
brief note of the general character of the contents is all, 
therefore, that on this occasion we propose to give by way 
of preface. 

This volume fairly launches us into that period in the 
reign of Charles I. to which may be applied a phrase 
lately grown into common use—the beginning of the 
end. 

At the commencement of 1638, the ship-money writs, 
sent out for the fourth time in annual succession, again 
replenished the royal finances, but not to the same amount 
as in former years, although the machinery by which the 
tax was collected, and by which the government was 
enabled to watch the progress of the receipt, had attained 
its perfect working order. 

In its own nature that machinery was equally simple 
and effective. Within the limits of his jurisdiction the 
sheriff was made personally responsible for the collection. 
His instructions from the Council, which he was taught 
to consider as a perfectly legal and authoritative warrant, 
were essentially comprised in two words,—demand, and 
(in case of nonpayment) distrain. 

Scarcely more complex was the process by which the 
government was enabled to estimate the diligence of the 
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sheriffs and their good will to this important service. 
Edward Nicholas, “ always,’’ as Lord Clarendon remarks 
(Hist. Rebell., ed. 1843, p. 371), “ versed in business,” and 
then one of the clerks of the council, was appointed to 
correspond with the sheriffs, and specially to watch their 
payments. Every Saturday, the Treasurer of the Navy, 
to whom the sheriffs remitted their money, made up his 
books, and sent to Nicholas a written account of all sums 
received by him under the current writs, and of the 
amount which remained unpaid from every county. 
Nicholas added a note of moneys reported to him by the 
sheriffs as collected but not then paid in, with a state- 
ment of the total amount received for that year, as com- 
pared with the similar sum brought in at the corresponding 
period of the preceding year. 

These accounts were all directed to be submitted by 
Nicholas, week by week, to the personal cognisance of the 
sovereign at the customary meeting of the council held 
every Sunday—a direction which was punctually obeyed. 
The whole facts thus appeared at a glance. If any sheriff 
was found to be fainthearted or remiss, to be influenced by 
excuses for delay urged by persons assessed, or by the fear 
of legal proceedings, in case of distress, widely felt by the 
bailiffs—if he did not duly render his accounts, or find 
means quickly to remit the money he had collected, often- 
times no easy task in the remote parts of the country— 
Nicholas was ordered to call him to account under the 
direct authority of the sovereign, and even under the 
imputation of disloyalty. He was referred to the simple 
wording of his instructions. He was ordered to pay in his 
amount by a certain day, or in default was directed to 
make his personal appearance before the Council. In 
important cases he was even summoned to appear before 
the King himself, to give account of his stewardship. 
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The present volume, like several of its predecessors, con- 
tains a continuation of the series of accounts rendered by 
the Treasurer of the Navy, and also of the correspondence 
between Nicholas and the sheriffs. In the latter we have 
the clearest disclosure of the real feeling of the country. 
In spite of the stringency of the system under which 
the money was collected, in spite of the exertions of 
an experienced official like Nicholas, and in most cases 
also of the sheriffs themselves, who were anxious to get 
through their unwonted and disagreeable task, the total 
sum received up to August 1638 fell short by thirty 
thousand pounds of the corresponding amount of the 
preceding year (one sixth of the whole amount). The 
collection was also accompanied by greater excitement 
among the people, by increased unwillingness to make the 
payment, and by more general dissatisfaction with the levy 
than had ever prevailed before. 

Much of this disquiet, no doubt, arose out of the long 
discussion and ultimate decision of the suit against 
Hampden. Our volume does not contain a great deal 
that is directly connected with that subject. It was a 
case which official people not engaged in it were probably 
not very willing openly to notice. Such copies of the 
arguments of the counsel and judges as have been found, 
with several copies of an abridgement of the speech of 
the Attorney-General in support of the tax, probably 
prepared for the information of the friends of the govern- 
ment, have been thrown together into a volume by them- 
selves, which is numbered CCCXCIV., and its contents 
are mentioned at p. 540. 

The ultimate decision, given against the popular wish 
and feeling, was far from quieting the general dissatisfac- 
tion. Laws enacted for the security of freedom were 
believed to have been strained by the judges to the support 
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of absolutism, and far greater regard was paid by the 
people to the arguments of the judges who were adverse 
to the Crown than to those of Lord Chief Justice Finch 
and his more pliant brethren, who were looked upon as 
mere creatures of the Court. Persons assessed who had 
been previously unwilling to submit to the tax still con- 
tinued to evade its payment. There was a popular persua- 
sion that, the judges having been divided in opinion, there 
would be some rehearing or appeal; and rumours were 
circulated that, under the circumstances, the King was un- 
willing that the payment should be enforced by distress or 
imprisonment. Officially the question was of course con- 
sidered settled. Royal independence had been established 
by the judgment of the law. All the powers of the realm 
were now entirely at the command of the govern- 
ment. The Archbishop reigned supreme over the Church, 
and enforced his opinions upon opposers through willing 
agents and powerful tribunals, who acted with a severity 
which it is to be feared was congenial to the Archbishop’s 
nature. The King by his success against Hampden was 
rendered in all ordinary circumstances independent of 
parliament. Nine years had elapsed since the last of 
those bodies was dissolved; it seemed as if the King 
might now reign for a long life without fear of having to 
meet any such troublesome assembly again. Such were the 
thoughts of those who looked only at the surface of affairs. 
There were others amongst those at the head of affairs, and 
even the Archbishop himself, who, at the very height and 
in all the pride of their success, could discern tokens of 
coming trouble. It approached probably sooner than any 
of them expected, and in a way which was not anticipated. 

It was remarked in the Preface to our last volume, as a 
somewhat disappointing fact, that it contamed but one 
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paper which related to the Scottish difficulty. The cause 
appears in the volume now published. The King was not 
accustomed to take counsel upon Scottish affairs with his 
general council, which was a body essentially English, but 
only with one or two chosen persons, with whom he was 
closeted whenever tidings arrived from Edinburgh. These 
two persons are stated to have been Archbishop Laud and 
the Marquess of Hamilton. During the absence of the 
latter in Scotland as the King’s commissioner sent to treat 
with the Covenanters, the Archbishop alone was the King’s 
Scottish counsellor. Every step that was taken under this 
management was in the direction of increased trouble. In 
all England there were probably few persons less capable 
of understanding the character of the people of Scotland, 
or the strength of the feeling which had been roused in 
that country, than Archbishop Laud. As an opposition to 
what he esteemed to be a good and pious work he could 
only attribute the fervour and enthusiasm which pervaded 
all classes of the Scottish people to the influence of the 
father of evil, and, in conformity with his policy of 
“thorough,” was of opinion that if some of those who 
had raised what he termed the “ ill-favoured tumult” in 
St. Giles’s Church on the 23rd July 1637 had been at once 
punished after the manner of Leighton or Prynne, the 
hostile feeling of the nation would have been borne down 
and overcome. The King ought to have understood the 
perfervidum ingenium of his fellow-countrymen more 
accurately. But Charles was as blind as the Archbishop, 
although from other causes. His personal preference for 
the English form of religious service, and his ever present 
consciousness of his own royal dignity, rendered him unwil- 
ling to abandon his designs until—such was the violence of 
the storm that he had raised—there was nothing left for 
him to abandon. 
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The business proceeded rapidly from bad to worse. The 
Scottish warlike preparations excited apprehension of an 
invasion of England, and the seizure of some of the nor- 
thern keys of the kingdom—Carlisle, Berwick, or even 
Newcastle. Measures of defence became imperative. 
The King found it necessary to call a larger committee 
to his aid, and probably under their advice ultimately 
took the whole council into his confidence. On Sunday 
the 1st July, as we learn from Garrard (Strafford Corresp. 
II., 181), “his Majesty being in council told the Lords 
* that they could not be ignorant of the troubles in 
* Scotland; some wild heads have been the causers of it, 
* yet he would not proceed in rigour with them, but 
** show them mercy, if they went no farther; he said he 
** had given order to provide arms and munition to fortify 
** three towns upon the borders, and was resolved to send 
** my Lord Marshal to see it done.” From this time our 
Calendar contains many valuable papers upon this subject, 
and especially with reference to warlike preparations. The 
guns were ordered to be withdrawn from Landguard Fort, 
from Harwich, and from some of the castles in the Downs, 
to be applied to the fortification of the northern towns. 
Hull was selected as a place of deposit for warlike stores. 
Colonel William Legge, Sir Jacob Astley and Sir Thomas 
Morton were sent into the North to inspect fortifications 
and hold musters of the trained bands, whilst in London 
preparations were making ready for an intended levy 
of men. Never was a country less prepared for war 
than England at that time. A few words of Sir John 
Heydon, Lieutenant-General of the Ordnance, by way of 
apology for his inability to make out certain returns 
desired by the Earl of Newport, the Master-General, will 
show the state of one important department of the public 
service. ‘The Surveyor is sick, the Clerk of the Ordnance 
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«* yestrained of his liberty, and one of his clerks absent, 
«* the Clerk of the Deliveries is out of town and his clerk 
“ absent, the Master-gunner dead, the Yeoman of the 
«© Ordnance never present, nor any of the gunners attend- 
« ant.” (Vol. CCCXCVII., No. 37.) 

Such a state of things did not long continue. Alarm 
produced official exertion, and on every hand something 
was going on proportioned to the presumed necessity and 
the means at command. 

The roads between England and Scotland were stopped, 
and letters were intercepted ; the latter measure principally 
with a view to discover the correspondence believed to be 
carrying on between the disaffected in England and the 
Scottish Covenanters. The intercepted letters in our 
calendar, although they do not throw much light on that 
particular point, concur with others in giving reason to 
believe that the importance of the movements in Scotland, 
as bearing upon the condition of England, was thoroughly 
well understood on both sides of the Tweed, and that the 
presumed difficulty which the King would experience in 
raising an army in England to fight against the Scots was 
strongly felt by that people as an encouragement to per- 
severance in their revolt. 

The navy also was called into service against the Cove- 
nanters. Its position at this time was somewhat peculiar. 
The King had for several years entertained the idea of 
making his second son, the Duke of York, Lord High Ad- 
miral. Child as he yet was—not quite five years old—his 
Majesty determined early in 1638 to take measures for 
carrying out this intention. In April of that year the 
existing commission to the Bishop of London and others as 
Lords of the Admiralty was put an end to, and the young 
Duke of York received his appointment for life ; but in con- 
sideration of his tender years another grant of the execu- 
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tion of the office was at the same time made to the Earl of 
Northumberland, to be held by him during his Majesty’s 
pleasure. Thus there were in fact two High Admirals; 
the Earl of Northumberland being the acting functionary 
under letters patent,* but the Duke of York the nominal 
holder of the office under a warrant actually executed but 
reserved in the council chest + until after the lapse of 
years the young Duke should be able to perform his duties. 
At the time of these appointments the ship-money fleet 
was lying in the Downs under the command of Sir John 
Pennington, the Earl of Northumberland being expected 
on board to take the command. Unfortunately he was 
almost immediately afterwards seized with fever. For 
many weeks his life was in great danger, which was in- 
creased by a partial recovery and relapse. It was not 
until the middle of August that the Earl’s health was 
re-established.{ The whole summer slipt away with the 
great fleet in total inaction. The despatch of a couple of 
ships to the westward upon an alarm that the Turks were 
in the Channel; the convoy of two ships laden with gun- 
powder into Dunkirk, passing through the Dutch fleet 
lying off that town;§ and finally the sending two ships to

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the North to intercept supplies of arms and ammunition 
which the Scots were procuring from Rotterdam and 
Bremen—these were the achievements of the fleet during 
the summer of 1638. 

Another point on which there is considerable information 
in our pages is the rising in the Fens near Ely against 
the Earl of Bedford’s drainage of the Great Level. The 
disturbance was at one time serious enough to give fear of 
general revolt of the inhabitants of that rude district. 
We here learn what measures were taken on the part of 
the Justices of Peace, and what relief was given to the 
complainants by a body of Commissioners of whom 
Attorney-General Bankes was one. 

Most of the other current events of this period receive 
more or less illustration in our pages; and indeed it may 
be said of this as of all our previous volumes that there 
are few branches of inquiry, historical, local, biographical, 
genealogical, or what not, but are helped on by the 
information contained in these Calendars. The Index is 
designed to give the inquirer the greatest possible amount 
of assistance, and the Calendar itself is endeavoured to be 
so compiled that whilst avoiding redundancy, especially in 
our notices of formal documents, it should furnish the 
searcher with such information, and such amount of it, 
as would be most useful to him, without extending our 
notices to an unreasonable length. In some cases of 
peculiar importance or interest it will be seen that we have 
printed documents or a part of them entire in small type. 

Mr. William Douglas Hamilton and Mr. Alfred Lowson 
still continue to render their assistance in this long and 
laborious work.

He told me that 
it was not well done the King should press the government of the 
Church of England to Scotland, with other discourse intending to 
that effect, which I did not heed nor desire to hear. Some few days 
after, I met this same man in the Common [Covent] Garden. In 
discourse he was praising of the Bishop of Lincoln. I asked him 
if he was known to his lordship ; he told me very well, and he was 
often with him, and his lordship had promised to benefice his son, 
who is a divine. I asked Mr. Nepper how he came acquainted 
with the Bishop of Lincoln; he told me that he was of kindred to 
Mr. Linton, and so was known to his lordship by that means. I 
began to recollect myself concerning this my former relation, and I 
desired Mr. Nepper to go to the Cross Keys Tavern and I would 
give him his. morning draught, which he did, and after I had 
demanded several questions concerning his projects, for he is a busy 
projecting man, and lives by that means, yet wary and secret, as 
seems always to me; but after a cup, two or three, he fell in praise 
of the Bishop of Lincoln, and withal asked me if I had gotten any 
good at Court, [since] my coming from the Venetian service. I told 
him I was one attendant. His answer was, he would tell me a 
secret of State, which was told him by a gent., and one that was 
one of the greatest and wisest statesmen in this kingdom; I told 
him I was his servant to command to secrecy.

There is no time lost yet, if they do not. play the fools or the traitors 
in accepting a peace for their own private ends; and to go to an 
army where you are not sure of the officers’ good intentions, without 
a competent strength, had been a hazard to no purpose. You shall 
see I will shun none where I may get honour, for rather than be 
idle this next year I will pawn everything I have to my shirt. 
Now I am in treaty for Meppen, where I may make my rendezvous ;

The office 
of Postmaster General being now vested in the Secretaries, the 
carrying of letters is a business of state. If Witherings shall insist 
upon his patent, his Majesty may sequester the place into the hands 
of the Secretaries. [24 pp.] 


21. Petition of Thomas Cole to Secs. Coke and Windebank. John 
Lord Stanhope, being Master and Comptroller General of the Posts, 
appointed Thomas Clarke, and petitioner after his death, to be post 
of London for the packet; viz., from London to Waltham northwards 
and to Dartford southwards. In November last Clarke was sus- 
pended and has since died. Prays appointment according to the 
grant of Lord Stanhope. [4 p.] 


22. Duplicate of the same. [3 p.] 


23. Printed bill, which announces that the Count de la Tour and 
Tassis, General Hereditary of the Post of the Emperor and of the 
King of Spain in his Low Countries, Burgundy, &c., undertakes not 
only to perform the agreement made between the said Count and 
Thomas Witherings and William Frizell in 1633, but to improve it 
by expediting the mail in sundry particulars which involved a re- 
duction in the time for conveying the letters to and from London 
and Antwerp and Brussels from 4 or 5 days to 2 or 3, and to and 
from Naples to 18 and 19 days instead of 23 and 24, with a pro- 
portionate reduction in all intermediate places. [23 pp.] 


24. Petition of John Wytton, Deputy Postmaster of the Court, 
daily attending your Majesty, to the King. For his wages of 10s. 
D 2 
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per diem there is due to him about 1,400/., neither has he allowanee 
of diet or horsemeat or any other perquisites, the nonpayment 
whereof has brought him much into debt. Some of his creditors 
have petitioned the Lord Chamberlain to have the benefit of the 
law against him. He has granted the request unless petitioner give 
satisfaction by the middle of Michaelmas term.

25. Certificate of Richard Wakeman. There was a petition, sub- 
scribed the 19th June last, at the request of Mr. Witherings, Post- 
master, desiring his Majesty to continue him in the execution of that 
place. We were abused by his pretending that some great persons 
intended to obtain the office of his Majesty, to the prejudice of 
merchants and trade. Although we are not aggrieved by Mr, 
Witherings in the dispatch of letters for foreign parts, or in their 
postage, yet we believe the office of Postmaster being under the 
supervision of the Secretaries of State the merchants shall have 
no cause to complain, but rather receive favour by the speedy con- 
veyance of their letters. [The paper runs in the plural number, 
but has only one signature. % p.] 


26. Petition of John Castlon, Postmaster, to Sec. Windebank, 
John Bulwer has lately petitioned for leave to sue petitioner for 
101. 102. which he pretends to be due. Petitioner can make it 
appear by an acquittance under Bulwer’s hand for 3/. 10s., and other- 
wise, that there cannot be above one quarter’s rent due to Bulwer, 
viz., Midsummer quarter 1637, and that petitioner ought not to pay 
that in respect of agreements unfulfilled by Bulwer. [3 p.] 


27. Petition of David Francis, late Post of Northop, to Sees 
Coke and Windebank. There is 90/. in arrear to petitioner for 
execution of the said place, as appears by the last account of Lord 
Stanhope to the auditors. Has been three months in town solicit- 
ing payment, and received fair promises from Mr. Witherings, but 
now he absolutely says petitioner shall have none, so that he is 
like to be imprisoned. Has spent near his whole estate in coming 
to town to solicit for his father’s arrears, who was Post of Chester 
60 years. Prays order to receive part with the rest who are in 
the privy seal, otherwise he is like to perish by the prosecution of 
his greedy creditors. [3 p.] 


28. Petition of Richard Scott, innkeeper of Stilton, co. Hunting- 
don, to Secs. Coke and Windebank. For some few years past the 
place of Post of Stilton, being in the high north road, has been 
executed by a deputy, who keeps an alehouse there, the Post- 
master living twelve miles distant, and his deputy no ways able 
to receive gentlemen and travellers, much less noblemen, whereby 
the posts are forced to travel at unseasonable times and are not 
fitted with able horses. Petitioner being an innkeeper in the town, 
both able and willing to give noblemen and gentlemen entertain- 
ment, prays that he may serve his Majesty in that place. [1 p.] 
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29. Petition of Thomas Parks, Postmaster from London to Barnet, 
to Sec. Windebank. Has executed that office about six years, which 
has stood him in 1801., without any neglect, as Mr. Railton can 
inform you, and has received but two years’ pay at the rate of 20d. 
per diem. Notwithstanding his diligence, Mr. Witherings endeavours 
to bring in another, and has already taken from petitioner the 
through posts’ place of Charing Cross, which cost petitioner 631. 6s. 
Prays order to Witherings to deliver petitioner his orders and 
confirm him in his place. [1 p.] 


30. Petition of Anthony Penniston to the King. Francis Ewens 
was indebted to petitioner 600/., and held a Jease of Herriotts, 
co. Radnor. Petitioner being indebted to your Majesty extended the 
lease and had it assigned to him. Living in London, petitioner 
appointed one Phillips to receive the profits and pay your Majesty’s 
rent, and afterwards assigned the lease to Mr. Joyner, but Phillips 
having made some default, one Wynne procured a new lease. Prays 
reference to the Commissioners of the King’s revenue as Prince of 
Wales to vacate the new lease. [# p.] 


31. Petition of Sir Basil Brooke to the same. The 5,000/. which 
his Majesty had accepted in satisfaction of damages done by peti- 
tioner in the Forest of Dean had been paid more than half a year. 
Sir John Wintour, hoping to procure a like defalcation, had used 
means to stay the pardon granted to petitioner, though it had 
received the King’s signature nine months since, and Mr. Mynne’s 
pardon had been long since sealed and delivered to him. Petitioner 
has yielded up his patent, and delivered possession of the iron works. 
Has been at great charge by his long attendance in these infectious 
times.

32. Petition of the same to the same. Petitioner paid 5,0001. 
for the fine laid upon him jointly with Mr. Mynne. Mr. Mynne, 
having paid 7,000/., presses petitioner, upon point of partnership, 
to pay him 1,000/. and 332/. 16s. interest, and upon that pretence 
has seized upon 2,000/. partible between them, by reason of the 
wire works which they hold in partnership. As his Majesty 
best knows upon what grounds their pardons were granted, peti- 
tioner prays him to declare his pleasure concerning the money paid 
by them severally.

34. Sir Baynham Throgmorton to Endymion Porter, I am bold 
to present you an account what I did with my Lord Chamberlain. 
When I had informed him of the abuse committed by the farmers of 
the iron works in the Forest of Dean, he told me he would by no 
means countenance them in any dishonest thing, but else, becanse 
they chose him for their protector, and for his brother's sake that 
made them the grant, he should be willing to do them all courtesy. 
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I perceive he is willing things may be examined, and as they prove 
against them, which I am sure will be foul, he would not meddle 
with it. My occasions hasten me into the country. I desire yoy 
will be a friend to us in this business, which being neglected our 
poor forest is ruined.

36. Petition of Henry Earl of Huntingdon to the King. Was 
Lieutenant of your Majesty’s late Forest of Leicester for life by gift 
of King James, which forest, about ten years since, was disafforested, 
Your Majesty thought petitioner worthy of recompense, whereupon 
he was to have received 400 acres out of the forest, but before the 
Earl of Marlborough, then Lord Treasurer, and the other referees, 
made their certificate, the ground was disposed of. Subsequently, at 
the suit of your subject’s late wife, he was to have been recompensed 
by the lands of Sir Miles Hobart, deceased, if the same should fall 
to your Majesty, as they did, yet your Majesty was pleased to dispose 
of the same otherwise. Sir William Faunt was sentenced in the Star 
Chamber, on 19th October last, at petitioner's suit, for writing a 
libellous letter, whereby your service was much prejudiced, for 
which he was fined 5,000/. Prays a grant of the said fine in re

36. 1. Statement of the profits of Lieutenant of the Forest of 
Leicester. Total, per annum, 3361. 9s. 1d. Besides which 
there were claims for compensatton on a variety of other 
grounds which are here fully stated. [% p.] 


37. Petition of George Johnson, iate woollen draper to his Majesty, 
to the King. Your Majesty granted petitioner a privy seal for 
4,853l. 17s. 1d. for cloth by him sold, and caused payment of 
2,000/. in part of the same, so that there remains 2,853/. 17s. 1d., 
for want of which he was enforced to take up large sums on 
interest, and since to give over his trade, and become keeper in 
Brogborough Park in the honour of Ampthill. Having disbursed 
more than the principal for interest, he shall by this means be 
certainly ruined, and his friends who are his sureties. Prays 
order for a tally upon the receiver of the iron-works of the 
Forest of Dean due at Christmas 1638, or upon the new increase of 
wines to be paid by Sir Abraham Dawes at Michaelmas 1638 for 
the remainder of the said debt. [1 p.] 


38. Petition of George Lord Chandos, your Majesty’s ward, to the 
same. Upon your Majesty’s late inclosure of the Forest of Braydon 
in Wilts, the lords of manors adjoining improved their waste 
grounds. Petitioner having the manor of Minety, with 1,200 acres 
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of waste, his late guardian, Alice Countess Dowager of Derby, and 
his present guardian, Henry Earl of Manchester, have endeavoured 
to improve the same, but found the greatest obstacle, that the manor 
being held in capite, petitioner's tenants refuse to consent unless 
he can procure ground allotted to them to be holden in socage.

39. Petition of Endymion Porter, your Majesty’s servant, to the 
King. The forest of Exmoor, in Devon and Somerset, is in lease 
from your Majesty for divers years to come, under yearly rents 
amounting to 48/.13s. 4d. Prays a grant of the same in fee farm, in 
consideration of his long service, with a tenure in socage, and the 
liberty of disafforestation. [2 p.] 


40. Petition of Thomas Jerves to Sec. Windebank. King’s 
Sedgmoor in Somerset has been proved to be the King’s inheri- 
tance, wherefore King James resolved to make it a leading case, 
but now of necessity it must be a redeeming case, and not be sold 
from the crown, if there might be a million given for it. Peti- 
tioner’s request is, that for the love that he bears to the general 
good, he may have warrant to go down amongst the inhabitants 
in 26 manors near adjoining, that they may give their advice which 
way it may be advanced to his Majesty’s profit and the general 
good.

43. The King to certain persons to be therein named and ap- 
pointed Commissioners of Sewers for a level in co. Lincoln.  Recites 
letters of 15 March 1636-7, whereby directions were given to the 
then Commissioners of Sewers for that level concerning 1,000 acres 
intended for the poor, and 1,500 acres to be tied for the maintenance 
of the works, as also for draining the level. The King, intending 
that the directions in those letters should be pursued, appoints the 
persons now addressed Commissioners of Sewers for that level, and 
commands them to carry out the former letters in a way which is 
here set forth; and that, with reference to a complaint of the 
inhabitants of Bolingbroke, they were to certify the King, that he 
might give direction therein as should be just.

46. Report of Joseph Butler and Jasper Heiley, messengers of the 
Chamber, employed by warrant of Sec. Windebank into the Great 
Level of the Fens, to apprehend persons found disturbing the works 
of draining. Near Wicken, co. Cambridge, they met Peter Jarvis, 
constable. He persuaded them not to adventure into Wicken, the 
people being prepared to resist, and those of Soame [Soham ?], 
Burrack, and Sopham having agreed to help them. Ultimately, the 
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messengers, with the constable and the minister of the parish, 
entered the town, the messengers being on horseback. The people 
came out with pitchforks and poles, and gathered round a place 
where great heaps of stones were laid. Amongst them, John More- 
clack, a principal rioter, was charged to obey the Council’s warrant. 
When the messengers approached him, he pushed at them with his 
pike. The people prepared to assist him, and the women got together 
to the heaps of stones to throw at the messengers, who were scoffed 
at and abused by the whole multitude. [1} p.] 


47. Paper endorsed “Answer to the Earl of Lincoln’s petition.” 
The question in dispute between the Earl and the answerers was 
the sufficiency of certain drainage of fens in Lincolnshire. The 
petitioners state their case in reply to the Earl, and give the names 
in the margin of persons who will prove their assertions. Much of 
the damage complained of by the Earl was set down to the peculiar 
wetness of the season, and other parts of it to the violent interrup- 
tions of the people, who threw down the banks and dammed up the 
works.

49. Petition of Henry Earl of Dover to the Council. States the 
circumstances under which a decree had lately been made against 
petitioner by the Commissioners of Sewers for some part of York- 
shire, for raising a mill-dam upon the river Don, about 20 years 
before, in the lordship of Conisborough, to the prejudice of the town 
of Mexborough. Petitioner prayed a reference to the judges, or the 
determination of the case by the Council. [This petition was probably 
presented in May 1637.

An order of the Board is desired for stinting the 
miller to the marks on two posts set up for that purpose, and 
enjoining the owners of the meadows to see to the scouring of their 
ditches.

51. 1. Particulars of his case above alluded to. In 1630 he 
purchased 500 acres of Sutton Marsh. For recove 
thereof, he was cast wpon a suit which cost him 1,000), 
Obtaining a decree from the Lord Keeper im July 1634, 
he was, for settling the land, ordered to pay 8001. above 
the purchase money. Being thus im possession under 4 
royal grant, his first year’s crop was swept away for an

55. The King to the [Bailiffs and Burgesses of Shrewsbury]. The 
parish church of [St.] Chad’s, in Shrewsbury, being sometime a 
college of priests, and devolved to the Crown, the cure thereof ought 
to be served by two stipendiary curates, who receive their wages out 
of our Exchequer; but you, having possessed yourselves of the 
Easter book of that church, and some other things conveyed to you 
in trust, have appointed your curate to be preacher ; and the late

having already two benefices in another diocese. By the advice of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury we have made choice of George 
Lawson, clerk, late curate of Mainstone, in the diocese of Hereford, 
to be curate and preacher of that church, and have directed the 
Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry to remove Richard Poole, and 
to admit and licence George Lawson; and we command you to yield 
ready obedience thereto.

A lease was granted for 99 years in 
the 30th Henry VIII., which is now nearly out. [3 p.] 


67. Statement entitled “the estate of the vicarage of Berwick- 
upon-T'weed.” The Dean and Chapter of Durham, being owners of 
the impropriate rectory, have let the same to laymen, and paid the 
vicar incumbent 20/. per annum. In the time of Elizabeth, the 
garrison being strengthened, the inhabitants subscribed for main- 
taining two able ministers. On the accession of King James he 
granted a pension of 20/. to each of the ministers, and of late both 
these pensions are conferred on the vicar, and are all his maintenance, 
except the payment from the dean and chapter; and the other 
minister is lately provided by the charity of the Mercers of London 
with 501. yearly It is suggested that royal letters should be pro- 
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cured to the Bishop and Dean and Chapter of Durham, requiring 
that the vicar be admitted tenant to the dean and chapter of the 
impropriate rectory, in place of the now tenants, William Rosden 
and John Saltonstall, paying the same yearly rent, and Rosden and 
Saltonstall being recompensed by the Commissioners for disposing 
of moneys given in pios uses. [24 pp.] Underwritten, 


67. 1. [Some one unnamed to Sec. Windebank?] Recommends 
that the Archbishop of York should be advised with, 
who would prove a great furtherer towards his Majesty 
und the Archbishop of Canterbury, and also with the dean 
and divers of the prebends of Durham. [4 p.]| 


68. Sir James Douglas to [Robert] Reed. His Majesty has con- 
sidered that whereas the lecturer of Berwick has 60/. per annum, 
the vicar, Gilbert Durie, has only in stipend 20 marks, his other 
helps being only benevolence, whereof his Majesty pays 401., which 
the vicar is willing to relinquish if the dean and chapter will 
receive him as tenant in place of William Rosden and John Salton- 
stall, as also the vicar will repay William Rosden the 400/. he dis- 
bursed. As for Saltonstall, he came unjustly by his lease, and has 
made yearly more profit by it than it cost him. [/ncomplete. 3 p.] 


69. Petition of Peter Walter, John Crispe, and Ralph [?] Master- 
man, styling themselves the four old vicars [of Lincoln], probably 
addressed to the ecclesiastical visitors on the suspension of Bishop 
Williams, setting forth various grievances and oppressions, chiefly in 
money payments, at the hands of the residentiaries of the cathedral.

70. Petition of Paul Hood, D.D., to the King. In the schedules 
annexed are expressed the great wrongs which Bishop Williams of 
Lincoln and Hamlet Marshall, D.D., have done to petitioner. Prays 
a reference for examination and redress. [3 p.] <Arnewed, 


70. 1. Schedule of the injuries done to petitioner. Dr. Hood 
having the prebend of Kilsby, in the cathedral of Lincoln, 
and Hamlet Marshall, the chaunter [precentor], having 
the prebend of South Scarle, Marshall claimed Kilsby as 
annexed to his chauntership. The bishop arbitrated 
between them, and awarded wn favour of Marshall upon 
certain terms, one of which was that he should resign the 
prebend of South Scarle to Hood. Hood had given up 
Kilsby, but could not obtain South Searle. [= 2 pp.] 


71. Minute of his Majesty’s desire that Sec. Windebank should 
put him in mind of recommending Sir John Monson to the Lords 
and Judges, that in the Bishop of Lincoln’s cause they may give 
him a repair in reputation proportionable to the injuries he has 
suffered through the bishop’s means for doing his Majesty's service. 
5 p-] 
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72. Minute of an application to be made to his Majesty. Willian 
Parkinson and others, having become very poor men through the 
Bishop of Lincoln’s molesting them with a suit in the Star Chamber 
because they would not forswear themselves against his Majesty, 
his Majesty promised them 100/. out of the bishop’s fine. Thomas 
Lund, Cadwalader Powell, and George Walker, three others that 
were fined together with the bishop, have since done very good 
service to his Majesty in revealing several foul misdemeanours cop. 
mitted by the bishop, and discovering the conveyances of his estate, 
and are to do further service therein, it is suggested that his Majesty 
should remit to Lund, Powell, and Walker their fines, they paying 
Parkinson and others the 100/. [14 p.] . 


73. Petition of the Dean and Chapter of York to the King. The 
King, for preservation of the solemnity of divine service in some of 
his cathedral churches, and for the good of the inhabitants of those 
cities, has required the mayors, aldermen, and their companies to 
frequent those holy places on Sundays and holy days with all due 
reverence, and that the mayors should not use the ensigns of their 
authority within his Majesty’s cathedral churches. _Pray the King 
to cast a similar gracious eye upon the cathedral church of York. 
[Endorsed by Sec. Coke, “ Doctor Stanhope ;” and see Calendar 
notice of Vol. ecclaiti., No. 9. 2 p.] 


74. Theological treatise upon vows stated in the endorsement to 
have been propounded by Mr. White, of Dorchester, and to have 
been answered by Mr. Ironside, a minister. The only answer that 
here appears consists of two notes on the first page. [6} pp.] 


75. Comments upon a book termed “'The Direction.” The author 
of it moves the writer’s passion when he writes of Protestantism 
waxing weary of itself, and of some of their chiefs who allow what 
sometime they condemned, and especially in what he brings from “The 
Coal from the Altar,” and out of “Sunday no Sabbath.” — He helps 
the Puritans to cavil against that which was so evidently spoken in 
“Sunday no Sabbath” against the Centurists. The State should 
look to this man, and Signor Coneo and Signor Gregorio [Panzani] 
should be thoroughly informed of his exasperating vein. Perhaps 
he thought to make the Archbishop of Canterbury take occasion to 
complain of the Bishop of Lincoln ypon it; yet he gives even the 
Archbishop of Canterbury cause of exception to him, though he 
seems to flatter him. [3 p.] 


76. Articles objected by the Commissioners for Causes Ecclesias- 
tical against Thomas Colebeach, parson of Ludlow; Matthew Clarke, 
parson of Bitterley ; Thomas Archley, curate of Hopton-in-the-Hole, 
Salop. These persons were charged with omitting to wear the 
surplice, omitting to bow at the name of Jesus, omitting to stand 
up at the reading of the creed, and admitting persons to receive the 
communion who did not kneel; also with various irregularities in 
solemnizing matrimony. [13} pp.] 
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77. Articles objected by the same Commissioners against Francis 
Saunders, late of Shangton, co. Leicester, and then of Stamford, 
co. Lincoln. He was charged that there having been in his house, 
or that of William Stafford, of Blatherwick, at Christmas time, a 
lord of misrule, he and others had appointed that the lord of mis- 
rule must have for a lady or Christmas wife, one Elizabeth Pitto, 
daughter of the hog-heard of the town; whereupon, defendant put- 
ting on a gown, and a shirt or smock for a surplice, read the words 
set down in the form of marriage in the Book of Common Prayer, 
putting a ring upon the finger of the woman, and going through the 
rest of the ceremony, and afterwards, at night, putting the parties 
into a bed together. Defendant was also charged with being a 
swearer and drunkard. [43 pp.] 


78. Statement of Henry.Page, Vicar of Ledbury, co. Hereford, in 
reply to articles against him, before the same Commissioners. He alto- 
gether denies the inconformity with which he is charged, but admits 
that in his catechising there slipped from him the following irreverent 
words :—“ Why might it not be as lawful to pull at a cart-rope as a 
bell-rope on a Sunday?” He submits to make any acknowledgment 
or submission, and charges the institution of the suit as an act of 
malice upon Thomas Cox of his parish, whom he had presented for 
living in open adultery. [} p.] 


79. Instructions for articles to be preferred against Dr. Holmes 
before the Commissioners for Ecclesiastical Causes. He is charged with 
almost all variety of clerical misdoing then alleged against inconform- 
able clergymen. Amongst other things, with speaking “unreverently” 
in the pulpit, using these words, viz., “the drunken knave priest ;” with 
never reading the Book of Liberty ; with speaking very unreverently 
and rudely against the reverend bishops; with preaching for divers 
Sundays together “in the pew and in the pulpit four sermons in a 
day ;’ with baptising his own child without the sign of the cross ; 
with being passionate, and speaking angerly in the church, and in the 
church in his anger calling the writer of the present paper “ mutch- 
a-vile ;” with allowing strangers, after evening sermon on Sunday, 
to resort to his house, so as we can see he does but “hover with all 
the ceremonies ;” and many other similar offences. [22 pp.] 


80. Information that George Buncle, a recusant, baptised his own 
child, using the ordinary words, and pulling a glass of water out of 
his pocket. Mrs. Ferrabosco, grandmother to the child, desired that 
it might be christened according to the rites of the Church of 
England. [Endorsed, “ Dr. Wood’s note.—His Grace would have 
Buncle called into the High Commission, and upon his answer it may 
be seen what is further to be done.” 4 p.] 


81. Information of words spoken by Mr. Oldham, parson of 
Shipton Moyne, co. Gloucester, in preaching on the 20th and 23rd 
August. The words quoted are in derogation of the cathedral 
service and of pictures of the Saviour. He also complained of the 
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want of able counsellors; that the people were contented with the 
present ill-government ; that pulpit-men upheld all, of whom as yet 
there was a good number, though they were daily cut off for toys 
and trifles. “Speaking of the buying and selling of places, he said, 
“ all things are to be sold at Rome.” [§ p. 


82. Information by [Mr. Flamsteed ?] of words spoken by George 
Catesby, living about Ecton, co. Northampton, or in Blooms 
bury “ towards the fields,” with a view to the exhibition of articles 
against him in the High Commission Court. He expressed dislike 
to the surplice, derided bowing towards the altar, disparaged the 
High Commission Court, expressed dislike of the sentence against 
Prynne, approved Henry Burton’s book, and disparaged Dr, Heylin’s 
answer, threatened to stone William Churchman, priest, for having, 
as he said, committed idolatry in bowing towards the Holy Table 
with many other offences of the like kind, 24 pp.] 


83. Rate made at Chingford, Essex, for payment of the account of 
John Burnett, churchwarden, for expenses about the church and 
chancel, for bread and wine for the communion, for maimed soldiers, 
for a new communion-table and rails. The total was 14d. 6s, 8d, 
but exceptions were taken to the charges for the table, rails, and 
other things, as being excessive, and bought without advising with 
the parish, wherefore the rate was made for 10/. 11s. 10d. [Si gned 
by twelve persons. 2 pp.] 


84, Reasons assigned by the churchwardens of Beckington, 
Somerset, for refusal to remove the communion table from the place 
where it stands and has stood since the Reformation. 3 pd 


85. Brief of money received by Sir Edmond Sawyer, and pr- 
mised to be paid in the future in the forest division of Berks, 
towards repairs of St. Paul’s. Paid 1197. 18s. 7d. Promised 
1111. 6s. 8d. [23 pp.] 


86. Certificate of Inigo Jones, of the barks constantly employed 
to bring stone from the Isle of Portland for repair of St. Paul’s, with 
the names of the masters and mariners, and application for their 
freedom from impressment. [1} p.] 


87. Copy of part of a letter from Bishop Curle, of Winchester [to 
Archbishop Laud], on the cause of the waste of wood on the 
lands of the bishopric of Winchester. All the copyhold tenants of 
the bishopric pretend a custom that they may fell what timber they 
will. Another cause is the covenant in the leases to find timber 
out of the bishop's wood for repairing houses and mills. Sir Daniel 
Norton, for such reparation, has demanded 83 tons, and because | 
refused him he has cut down 40 oaks in my woods, the lease whereof 
expires at Michaelmas next. In renewing leases I have taken care 
to quit myself from that covenant. If his Majesty laid his com- 
mand upon me that I should not renew any leases with that clause, 
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it would be an answer to the importunities of such tenants as press 
me.

88. Brief in a cause [in the Court of High Commission], wherein 
James Finch was plaintiff, and Hugh Nordway alias Nordwell 
defendant. The question in the cause was which of the said parties 
was the father of an illegitimate child of Anna Wittam, a servant of 
James Finch.

89. Brief in a cause in the Court of Arches between Hugh Wynn 
and Morgan Williams as to the right to a particular seat and burial 
place in the church of Lanvuda [Llanvedw, co. Glamorgan ‘] 
[Last shect imperfect. 22 pp.] 


90. Description of the glebe lands of the rectory of Carlton 
Curliew, co. Leicester, conveyed to the parson and his successors by 
Sir John Bale and other freeholders. [1 p.] 


91. Petition of William Dillon, clerk, and doctor of law, to 
the King. Petitioner, having heard some speeches from Bishop 
Williams of Lincoln, concerning matters of state, derogatory to his 
Majesty’s proceedings, and also being privy to some sinister actions 
of the bishop, yet because he was a man of great place, your 
subject his chaplain had been fearful and unwilling to disclose 
the same; but remembering a subject's allegiance, petitioner could 
no longer conceal the truth contained in articles stated to be annexed. 
Prays order for examination of the premises, and protection against 
the bishop’s power, in the prosecution of this complaint. [2 p.] 


92. List of witnessesin Dr. Dillon’s cause against Bishop Williams 
of Lincoln. [1 p.] 


93. Petition of Edward Hastler, rector of Bignor, in diocese of 
Chichester, to the Council. Upon the petition annexed, the Lords 
gave direction to Mr. Nicholas to declare to Lord Chief Justice Finch 
that no further proceedings should be taken in the said cause till his 
Majesty and the Lords were further informed. In regard the cause 
concerns the church in point of tithes withheld, and that his Majesty is 
patron of the rectory, petitioner prays appointment for a hearing.

93. 1. Petition of the same to the same. William Pellet stands 
seised of 200 acres in Bignor, which heretofore was a park, 
but for 40 years has been arable and coppice, and by that 
means has become titheable. Petitioner being forced to sue 
in the Ecclesiastical Court for the tithe, Pellet procured a 
rule in the Common Pleas for a prohibition. Petitioner by 
his counsel gave satisfaction, and it was ordered, in the 
absence of the Lord Chief Justice, that no prohibition 
should be granted, yet shortly after petitioner was again 
warned to appear in the Common Pleas, and there being 
persuaded by his Lordship consented to a trial at Common 
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Law, but wpon better advice, finding the church (in hig 
Majesty's gift) like to suffer by going to such a trial, 
petitioner prays the Lords to take a course for stay of the 
trial and relief of petitioner. [1 p.] 


94, Petition of Thomas Wheatley, Thomas Hill, and John Coggin 
to the Council. Richard Massey, clerk, having exhibited a petition 
against petitioners and other his parishioners, petitioners protest 
that they so much reverence Mr. Massey, their minister, his coat and 
function, that they are unwilling to publish his weaknesses, but 
desire the Lords to cast their eyes on a certificate annexed, 
Mr. Massey has vexed petitioners at the sessions for the county, at 
the assizes, in the Ecclesiastical Court at Lincoln, by supplicavit in 
the Chancery, in the High Commission Court and in the Star 
Chamber, and now at this Board, for one and the same cause, 
Touching his pretence that petitioners are actors of a division 
betwixt him and his wife, he has himself occasioned that discontent 
by questioning her in the Ecclesiastical Court for incontinency, at 
the sessions for murder, and at the assizes for felony, yet could never 
make anything appear against her, and keeps her without livelihood 
for her and his three children. She having a suit now depending 
for alimony, petitioners deposed therein, which has occasioned this 
complaint. Pray reference to the justices of assize to certify the 
truth. [1 p.] 


95. Petition of John Bul, prisoner in Old Bridewell, to Archbishop 
Laud. Has been committed by your Commissioners a year, where 
he has endured many months’ labour of beating hemp, to the 
afflicting of his weak body, and the being companion of all manner 
of rogues, to the vexation of his soul. Prays to appear before you to 
answer for himself. If he be a false prophet, it is your duty to deal 
with him as the word of God requires.’ It is his only desire to be 
brought to trial. His suit is that you would consider the doom of 
that man of sin which the prophet Isaiah denounces in his 14th 
chapter and 17th verse, “for he opened not the house of his 
prisoners.” [1 p.] 


96. Petition of Francis Whitaker, yeoman of the guard, to 
the same. Four years since petitioner lodged in his house 
for seven months James Rotherford, a Scot, parson of Covenham 
Mary, co. Lincoln, with his wife, three children, and a maid. 
Rotherford departed in petitioner's debt 20 marks, whereof 41. 
petitioner lent him out of purse. Having in like manner deceived 
many others, Rotherford still skulks in obscure corners about, London, 
under the pretended name of Dr. Rotherford, and is defamed to be a 
cheating and cozening companion, and of so lewd and incontinent a 
life as is not fit to be specified. Prays a sequestration to be awarded 
for recovery of the debt out of Rotherford’s rectory. [3 p.] 


97. Petition of Thomas Ridges, of Newport Pagnel, plumber, 
to the same. Bishop Williams of Lincoln granted petitioner 
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letters of commendation to all parsons in the archdeaconries of 
Huntingdon, Leicester, Buckingham, and Bedford, that petitioner 
might be employed in repairing the roofs of the churches. By 
suspension of the bishop the letters commendatory are not of any 
effect. Petitioner, having provided lead and other materials, prays 
the archbishop to grant him similar letters of commendation. [2 p.] 


98. Philip Pregion, son of John Pregion, late registrar of the 
diocese of Lincoln, to Archbishop Laud. Ever since his father’s death, 
petitioner has executed the office of registrar, but by reason of the 
suspension of the bishop is now suspended from the same. Prays 
the archbishop to restore him to the said office, being the only means 
of livelihood of his mother and her eight children. [2 p.] 


99. Petition of the parishioners of Allhallows Barking, near the 
Tower of London, to the same. Of late years our parish church has 
been repaired, and the communion table as before placed and railed 
about according to the laws and customs of the Church of England. 
Now there is a new font erected, over which certain carved images 
and a cross are placed, and also our communion table is removed out 
of its ancient accustomed place, and certain images placed over the 
rail which stands about the table, all which,as we conceive, tends 
much to the dishonour of God and is very offensive to us parishioners 
and also perilous, We have desired our doctor to give way, that the 
images might be taken down, yet he refuses so to do. Petitioners 
pray the archbishop to command that the images may be taken 
down, and the communion table be restored to its place. [1 p.] 


100. Petition of Gabriel More, prebendary of St. Peter’s, West- 
minster, to the Commissioners for that collegiate church. By our 
local statutes every prebend has his peculiar stall, according to 
which he is to have his precedence, which is denied to petitioner. 
By the same statute, all materials for repair of prebendaries houses 
are to be allowed by the college, which is likewise denied to peti- 
tioner. Prays to be righted in the premises. [3 p.] 


101. Petition of Christopher Withins of Eltham to Sir John 
Lambe. Petitioner’s wife having preferred articles in the High 
Commission, pretending cruelty and adultery committed by him, 
gained an order for receiving the use of 200/. for maintenance of 
herself .and two children, and also that-she should have half her 
household goods. All which has been performed. Further she 
demands 8/. costs, which she has received with interest. By reason of 
compounding a bond which she secretly took from petitioner for 
200/.,and pretending that petitioner has not performed his order, 
an attachment is granted against him, to his and his children’s utter 
undoing, if you do not intervene. Prays enquiry as to performance 
of the order, and that the attachment may be dissolved. [# p.] 


102. Petition of Thomas Webb, clothier, to the same. Petitioner 
was censured in the Court of High Commission, the cause being 
prosecuted ex officio, and costs and charges taxed at 80/. Upon 
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repair to Archbishop Laud, he conceived the costs to he 
exceedingly over-taxed, and ordered the same to be moderated, the 
crime of petitioner not being great. Prays Sir John to shew him 
what lawful favour he can. [} p.] 





103. Petition of John Warren, shoemaker, of Olney, to Sir Johy 
Lambe. Is brought up to London by attachment for absenting him. 
self from his parish church, for which he is heartily sorry. Purposes 
a full reformation and careful obedience to the canons of the church, 
His offence being out of ignorance, and no faction, and himself ver 
poor, he prays stay of proceedings, and to appoint him to attend Sj 
John in the country. [4 p.] 


104. Petition of John Downame, parson, the churchwarden, and 
others, of Allhallows-the-Great, in London, to the same, concerning 
the suit of Revell against Bryan and his wife. It is three year 
since Bryan’s wife was first presented, which suit has cost the 
parish above 201, The offences are so odious, so apparent, and 
against the church door, that it has brought much scandal to the 
parish. If Bryan and his wife commute, pray that the poor in their 
parish may be remembered, and that an end may be given to the 
suit this term. Signed by the parson, churchwardens, and nine 
others. [1 p.] 


105. Petition of James Chadwick, clerk, rector of Stanley Regis, 
co. Gloucester, to the same. A sequestration of the rectory of 
Stanley Regis was referred to the Commissioners at Informations b 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. Petitioner has served the cure there 
three quarters of a year, and during that time has paid tenths, ship- 
moneys, procurations, and synodals, also eight groats monthly to the 
poor, and has not received any of the profits by reason of a pretended 
lease, there being due to him 40/. at least. Petitioner being unable 
to prosecute the suit, having spent 20/. in the keep of himself and 
horse nine weeks, besides paying 5/, to a curate during his absence, 


prays relief. [4 p.] 


106. Petition of Robert Edmonds, of St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields, to 
the same. Petitioner is molested by Mary Sheppard, wife of 
Richard Sheppard, for words confessed by him before Dr. Swalman, 
late official to the Archdeacon of Middlessex, being before him con- 
vented for adultery with Mary Sheppard, for which crime he had - 
performed public penance, but she has not yet undergone any 
ecclesiastical censure. Prays that she may be cited to answer for 
her offence. [1 p.] 


107. Petition of John Brewer and Richard Glover, churchwardens 
of St Katherine Creechurch, London, to the same. The Council 
appointed that a certificate should be made by the churchwardens of 
every parish, whether there were any selected vestry or no, where- 
upon John Bill, who, notwithstanding he was inhibited, officiated as 
churchwarden, made a return, which has occasioned a suit, long 
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depending before you, as to whether all the men of the said parish 
or but some bea vestry. In respect of the unquietness that has 
been and is likely to be, for the relieved in short time will, being 
many, be assessors of the relievers, if all be a vestry, petitioners 
pray a reference to the Council, whence the ground of the suit 
arose. [2 p.] 

108. Statement of changes in the tithes of Creeton and Castle 
Bytham, co. Lincoln, resulting from inclosure. [3 p.] 


109. Indictment found against Thomas Newcombe, or New- 
comen, parson of St. Runwalds, in Colchester, under a statute of the 
Ist Elizabeth, for not reading prayers and administering the sacra- 
ments according to the Book of Common Prayer. [Copy. 1}. p.]

109. 1. Opinion of Sir John Lambe that the indictment could 
not be maintained. The charges against the defendant 
related to the position of the communion table, the 
minister's standing at the north end thereof, his causing 
the communicants to come to the rail to receive the sacra- 
ment, his refusing to administer to those who came not to 
the rail. [On the same paper is written what is appa- 
rently an extract from a letter of a sheriff, on the unwil- 
lingness with which a second payment of the ship-money 
was paid in his county. 14 p.] 


110. List of benefices in the collation and presentation of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, with the values thereof, arranged 
alphabetically, with several additions in the handwriting of William 
Dell, secretary to Archbishop Laud.

12. Petition of Bernard Alsop, stationer of London, to Sir John 
Lambe, Sir Nathaniel Brent, Dr. Duck, and the other Commissioners 
of the High Commission Court. Thomas Creed in 1593 was ad- 
mitted a master printer. In 1615 heand petitioner became partners, 
and in 1616 petitioner purchased Creed’s moiety, with his books 
and copies, and his art of a master printer, according to the custom 
of the Company of Stationers, for which petitioner paid 3001. and 
from that time has employed himself in printing without molesta- 
tion. Petitioner prays that he may be admitted a master printer 
according to the decrees in that behalf. [4 p.] 


13. Petition of Arthur Nicholls to the same. Petitioner has 
spent much time in founding letters for the printers of London, and 
has great store cast. His employment of founding letters alone will

14, Cause of complaint of the same Arthur Nicholls. Being

printers pay him what they themselves list. For Greek, the printers 
promised him the doing of all the common work, which drew him 
to do 400 matrices and punches for 801., truly worth 150l. Further, 
they caused hiin to spend five weeks in cutting the letter for the 
small Bible, it being approved for the best in England; notwith- 
standing they put him off about it for 15 weeks, till Mr. Patrick 
Young came out of the country, all which time he kept his servants 
standing still. Prays the archbishop not to confine him to these 
miserable uncertainties ; but promises, if he will grant his petition, 
he shall see more done in one year than was ever done in England 
for all kinds of languages, which will be for the good of the com- 
monwealth, and his grace’s particular content.

Petitioner 
being persuaded that it was not the intention of the Lords in that 
decree to prohibit mercers from buying and selling such authorized 
books as aforesaid, prays that Wills and others, having a good 
assortment of lawful books in their shops when the decree came out, 
may be still permitted to carry on their trade.

20. Petition of John Norton, printer, to the same. Has been in 
partnership with Nicholas Oakes for eight years, in which time many 
differences have arisen between them. Oakes had de novo exhibited 
a petition to the High Court of Commission, importing the same 
matter which had been decided by the late archbishop, and of which 
there is now a suit depending at common law. To defeat petitioner 
of his right, Oakes has assigned over all his title of printing to his 
son John Oakes.

Norton, 
wanting capacity himself for the government of a press, has aided a 
company of factious persons in erecting an unlawful press in a secret 
place, and secretly conveyed out of petitioner’s house forms and 
letters which afterwards were discovered by the Company of Sta- 
tioners, and defaced, to petitioner’s disgrace and loss. Submits 
whether Norton, having infringed the decree made in the Star 
Chamber, ought to be tolerated to be a master printer.

22. Petition of John Norton, of London, stationer, to Archbishop 
Laud and Bishop Juxon. Petitioner served apprenticeship, after- 
wards as journeyman, in his Majesty’s printing house, eight years, 
and since has practised as a master-printer 12 years, and has em- 
ployed his whole estate in purchasing materials. The Society of 
Stationers have lately taken away his press, as they allege by order 
from his grace, whereunto he submits, although never guilty of 
printing anything offensive to church or state. Prays relief. [# p.] 
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23. Petition of Thomas Payne to Archbishop Laud. Sets fort, 
the investment of his savings of 150/.,in partnership with Willian 
Jones, printer, lately questioned in the High Commission, and pra 
that Jones’s sin may not be petitioner's punishment. [Similar t 
Vol. ceclvii., No. 177.

24. Notes upon the prerogative power of the Crown in regulating 
printing, and the way in which the same had been executed in past 
periods, with some particulars relating to the establishment of the 
King’s printers. The number of correctors employed by them wags 
four, at 50/. per annum ; their capital stock was 6,000/., and they had 
been at 1,500/. charge in the last translation of the Bible. [2 pp] 


25. The King [to all Judges and other Officers]. Having received 
very good testimony of the loyalty of Sir John Wintour, of Lydney, 
co. Gloucester, and the Lady Mary his wife, the King extends his 
special grace towards them, and directs that no indictment, present. 
ment, information, or suit be preferred against them for matter of 
recusancy. [Druft in the handwriting of Robert Reed. } p.] 


26. Information concerning recusants. By 3 Jac. I., cap. 4, every 
recusant shall, after the first year of his conformity, repair to church 
constantly and receive the sacrament once every year, under various 
penalties ; also by 3 Jac. I., cap. 5, every recusant shall, within one 
month after birth, bring his child to the minister of the parish to be 
baptized, under other penalties. There are within one county 300 
persons who conform and never receive the sacrament, and 100 who 
never have their children baptized but by a popish priest.

Has been 
arrested at Dover on suspicion of being a priest, which he is not, 
on account of certain rosaries which he had about him. Prays her 
Majesty to let Sec. Windebank have the King’s direction to set 
the applicant at liberty. [2 p.] 


33. Petition of Francis Perkins, of Ufton, Berks, a recusant con- 
vict, to the Council. Petitioner by reason of his recusancy is con- 
tined to within five miles of his dwelling. Albeit in letters patent 
granted above ten years since of his Majesty’s two parts of peti- 
tioner’s lands, and for which his Majesty has been duly answered 
501. per annum, there is some clause that may seem to imply such 
a licence, yet petitioner having urgent occasion to travel into 
Wilts, as also to London and Westminster, prays licence in manner 
agreeable to the statute.

34. Petition of Francis Newton, one of the messengers, to the 
Council. Petitioner for five years has had a general warrant for appre- 
hending jesuits, &c., which service he has performed, neglecting his 
other employments, and often endangering his life. He has taken 
29 priests and jesuits, whose names are annexed. Some he carried to 
prison, others he kept in his custody, especially Henry Morse, whom 
he kept for 30 days, and indicted him the last sessions at Newgate, 
where he was found guilty of treason, but no allowance made to 
petitioner for his pains, or for entertainment of witnesses. In this 
employment petitioner has expended above 200/. From the Spanish 
ambassador’s and divers other places, on Sundays and at other times, 
great multitudes of people issue forth from hearing mass.

35. Thomas Lyddell, mayor of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to his 
brother-in-law, Sir Henry Anderson. Has delivered Anthon 
servant to Sir Robert Hodgson, understanding that the Lords had 
given order therein. Some men being stayed at Shields by the 
searchers, he went with Mr. Clavering to bring them up, and now 
sends their examinations. One of them will find no language but 
a little Latin, French, and Dutch. The writer persuades himself he 
is an Englishman and a jesuit. There is found in the ship great 
store of books, which Dr. Jackson has viewed, and many manv- 
scripts, with abundance of pictures and popish relics. Of the others, 
one is an English youth who put his beads into the river, and is 
committed for refusing the oath of allegiance ; the third is a Scotch- 
man.

10. Minute of request of Walter FitzWilliam, that his Majesty’s 
pleasure should be intimated to John Allington, Surveyor of the 
Customs of the Out Ports, that if he will take composition for his 
place he is not to put it off to any other but to FitzWilliam. [4 p.] 


11. Petition of Peter Lambe, merchant taylor, to Sir John Lambe. 
Sir John, at the request of William Lambe, petitioner’s brother, had 
given his hand to Capt. Crippes, in behalf of petitioner’s obtaining 
a place in the Custom House, but the captain cannot admit pe- 
titioner without the consent of the farmers of the customs. Prays 
Sir John to procure the signature of the Lord Treasurer, and to 
second the same by nis own. [% p.] 


12. Petition of John Porter, of Bristol, to George Lord Goring. 
Petitioner is known to Mr. Nicholas, Clerk of the Council, and 
taking notice that you, with others, are to be appointed farmers of 
the customs, prays to be appointed one of those that are to wait in 
the port of Bristol. [% p.]

On 25th of August, Maperley and Francklyn, searchers for Spanish 
tobacco, came to petitioner's house, who gave them liberty thereof.

Petitioner 
would not give way thereto in regard of their incivility, unless they 
would bring an officer, which they could not procure.

28. The King to the Council in Scotland. To consider certain 
inclosed papers, and if you find that any there have, contrary to 
law and our charter to the Association for Fishing, wronged that 
company or given occasion to discourage them, you are to see the 
goods and other things taken from them, and concerning which no 
suit is depending in the Court of Admiralty there, restored, and 
that the delinquents be exemplarily punished. But if it should 
appear that there is no just ground for the complaints alleged, you 
are to certify us of the informers. As to the ships cast away in 
Stornoway harbour, and concerning which a suit is now depending 
in the Admiralty Court there, our pleasure is that it be adjudged 
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in that court with equality and expedition ; but, now that there 
are judges deputed by the council of the society of fishing, if any 
matter happen touching the fishing business in future, it shall] be 
determined by such judges only, and not by the Admiralty Cour 
there. Complaint is made that some who claim interest in the 
Western Islands exact from those of the association an excise or 
duty upon the fishings. You are to examine their rights and our 
interest, and either repress such proceedings, or report to us the 
state of their rights, and what may conduce to our ends in a work 
whereof we have taken upon us to be the protector. [Draft

29. Advertisement of the damage which will redound to the 
commerce of England by the employment of ships sailing under 
privileges conferred by the King of Poland, and trading between 
Spain, England, Dunkirk, and all the Northern Parts. These ships, 
called Polanders, last year received wools, hides, indigo, &c. at two- 
third parts the freight of our English ships. It is suggested that 
these ships should be prevented landing goods in England, except 
they pay whole composition, and should not enter our ports to 
deliver part and then carry away the rest; also that they should 
be debarred convoy to Dunkirk. [8} pp.] 


Memorial of the Levant Company, setting forth the reasons for 
their levying about 2 per cent. in Turkey on all their own goods 
exported and imported ; as also 2 per cent. on all strangers’ goods 
laden in English ships.

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him by Lord Goring and the other Commissioners for Tobacco, not 
to sell any more tobacco without licence, and on payment of fees to 
be discharged. [1 p.] 


$2. Minute of suggestion of the above reference, the subject being 
about the sluice on the Thames for the bargemen, [7 limes.] 


33. Note of another suggestion, probably in connexion with the 
above reference. [6 limes. ] 


34. [Sir Sackville Crow?] to the King. Remembrances con- 
cerning trade with Turkey. In April the Turkey merchants made 
complaint that the Grand Signior, by imprisoning the King’s sub- 
jects, by levying money on their goods, by seizing their weapons of 
defence, and even by taking away the arms of the ambassador, had 
violated the articles of peace, so that they durst not trade any 
further. After various proceedings between the merchants and the 
Council, the merchants had ultimately ordered two ships for Aleppo, 
richly laden to the value of 200,000/., which had fallen down to 
Woolwich ready for the next fair wind. Submits these things to 
his Majesty for further direction, and especially as to whether, if 
these ships be permitted to sail without expostulation, it will not 
argue to these infidels an insensibility in the King to the high points 
of honour connected with the outrages complained of, and an 
“ inanimosity ” towards his subjects good. [1} p.] 


35. Petition of merchants of London trading to Spain and Por- 
tugal to the same. Have by former petitions set forth the losses 
they undergo by Turkish pirates, and the many injuries done to 
their factors beyond seas, contrary to the articles of peace, for which 
nobody on your Majesty’s behalf claims remedy, nor petitioners 
cannot, for want of unity and government. Pray that the charter 
prepared by the Attorney-General, and debated at the Council 
Board the 20th June 1636, may be despatched, that petitioners may 
be united, and enabled to speak in defence of their general causes, .

36. Petition of Governor and Company of Merchants trading to 
the Levant to the ame. About two years since your Majesty 
made choice of Sir Sackville Crow to be Leiger Ambassador to the 
Grand Signior, and petitioners advanced him a good sum of money 
for his setting forth, and provided presents, but for reasons allowed 
by your Majesty he did not proceed, and thereupon order was sent 
to Sir Peter Wyche to continue there till further order. About 
two months since petitioners entertained two great ships to go with 
cloth to Constantinople, whereof they gave notice to Sir Sackville 
Crow, who pretended that he would be ready to take passage. Pray 
that he may declare his resolution touching his going. [# p.] 


37. Objections against the Deputy Clerk of the Market. Articles 
which set forth a variety of abuses to which the office was liable ; 
amongst them, that the deputies yearly sent out their warrants 
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commanding the attendance of all persons using any kind of 
measures, met-yards, or weights. Some few had their measures and 
weights marked, but the most part paid 2d. or 4d., and were dis. 
missed. The same weights and measures were to be paid for again 
the next year, yet there was no uniformity in measures, but in each 
market the bushels, hoops, and pecks differed. If any of these 
fellows were indicted, they would come there no more ; but next year 
“ we shall have a new fellow, who will tyrannize on the country, and 
do as bad or worse than his predecessor.”

His 
Majesty, on the petition of the citizens of London, having authorized 
the said commissioners to take care of the complaints of his natural- 
born subjects, and of the means to reform abuses tending to their 
prejudice, petitioners pray them to take knowledge of the many 
differences between petitioners and the Dutch bay and say makers 
dwelling im the same place, and of the prejudice petitioners suffer 
by the over-much liberty of the Dutch, and to give directions 
therein. [#} p.] 


40. Petition of the same to the same. Set forth in thirteen 
articles the regulations which they desire to have made for the 
government of the trade carried on by the Dutch bay and say 
makers, referred to in the preceding petition. [% p.] 


41. Order made by the Commissioners for the business of the 
strangers upon a petition of the wardens and commonalty of the 
English bay and say makers of Colchester, complaining of the 


Dutch bay and say makers of the sametown. The disputes between 


these rival manufacturers turned upon a variety of minute points in 
the practice of their several trades. These points are fully stated 
and adjudicated upon by the commissioners. [34 pp. | 


42. Answer of Samuel Vassall, of London, merchant, to the peti- 
tion of the clothiers of Surrey and Hampshire. For 20 years he 
has been the sole English merchant who has traded to Ragusa, 
where he has vented cloth and kersies, to the relief of many thousands 
of poor peopie in England. In November 1636 the Ragusans, not 
buying his cloth and kersies as formerly, his servants despatched in 
the custom-house of Ragusa certain bales of kersies, to be transported 
to Belgrade and other places in Hungary. Whereupon the siate of 
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Ragusa imposed a variety of penalties upon petitioner and his 
servants, which have driven him from that trade, and disenabled him 
to take cloth and kersies as formerly, and yet would do if he might 
be relieved in the premises. [# p.] 


43. Suggestions of measures to be taken to prevent the false 
making of all sorts of merchandise, which in this land is unspeak- 
able, and brings a confusion in trading, ruin to merchants, and great 
loss to the King’s customs. The paper principally applies to woollen 
manufactures, and enforces the necessity of inspection and a seal.

44, Propositions for preventing abuses practised by persons mak- 
ing and selling unserviceable soap. The proposal is, that besides 
the corporation for making and sealing soap, there should be insti- 
tuted another corporation for licensing such persons as alone should 
sell the same. [Endorsed by Sec. Windebank: “Soap. Lord 
Conway.” 24 pp.| 


45, Abstract of aflidavits made touching John Hardwick, William 
Howlet, Thomas Howlet, William Garret, Ambrose Brookes, Edward 
Moore, Timothy Langley, William Hester, and John Coldham, re- 
fractory soapmakers, who had opposed the officers in searching their 
houses. [2 pp.] 


46. Petition of the Master, Wardens, and others of the Soapmakers 
of Bristol, now prisoners in the Fleet, to the Council. Petitioners have 
been called before the Lords concerning payment of moneys demanded 
by the commissioners for arrears for making soap in Bristol. Having 
shown how much they have been disenabled for payment thereof, 
and standing committed to the Fleet, they pray time for payment 
of what sum the Lords think fit, and that they may be discharged. 
[Underwritten are 11 signatures. 1 p.] 


47. The Cutlers of London to the same. Reasons against the 
false allegations in Benjamin Stone’s petitiom (see Vol. cccali., 
Nos. 132-133), and why the Office of the Ordnance should not prove 
the swords sent in by the cutlers. Amongst other inaccuracies 
alleged against Stone and his petition, one is, “ that the swords which 
he petitioneth to be received into the store, and pretends to be blades 
of his own making, are all ‘ bromedgham blades’ and foreign blades, 
and for the bromedgham blades they are no way serviceable or fit 
for his Majesty’s store.” [1 p.] 


48. Information as to the present state of the Company of Starch- 
makers. Starch was imported until Queen Elizabeth’s time, paying 
5s. the ewt., when certain persons, haviug learned the manufacture, 
petitioned that all “importance” might be barred, and that they 
would pay the 5s. and would make the commodity of bran and 
pollard, and not of pure wheat. A proclamation was thereupon 
published accordingly, and farmers were appointed for collecting the

49. Petition of Captain Edward Popham, late captain of the 
Fifth Whelp, and of the company lately employed in her, to the 
King. ‘he said pinnace being by order of the Earl of Northum.

return, lost at sea, about sixteen leagues from the coast of Holland,

51. Answers to objections made by the Farmers of the Customs to 
a patent for the sole manufacture of buckram, to be granted to 
Samuel Mason. The objections which are replied to are: 1. That 
the patent may trench upon the treaty with France; 2.

58. Petition of poor distressed pinmakers to the same. Some 
few of our company have obtained a hall, and freedom thereunto, 
pretending the good of the commonwealth and the relief of petitioners, 
the which petitioners find nothing less by reason that they compel 
petitioners to use only English wire, which is so high priced and 
ill conditioned that it will scarcely pay for the materials, whilst 
they themselves make use of outlandish wire. Pray for a free 
trade as formerly. [? p.]

Petitioner is the only son vf Robert Partridge, deceased, 
and Rose his wife, who after“3e death of petitioner's father inter- 
married with one Mr. Rosse, “who died without issue by her, and 
lastly petitioner’s mother died seized of lands and personal estate 
to the value of 1,000/., whereof petitioner took administration. But 
William Grange and Mar y Grange, servants to petitioner’s mother 
at the time of her death, pretending a will, petitioner was forced 
to commence a suit against them, whereupon they joined with 
William Lynne, a justice of peace, to conceal goods conveyed away by 
Grange. In his suit petitioner retained William Arwaker as his at- 
torney and solicitor, who, understanding petitioner’s right, offered pe- 
titioner 5001. for the same, which petitioner refusing , Arwaker set up 
one Collins as a claimant, and procured him to seal a Tease to Ar waker,

Petitioner coming to 
some maturity of years, and finding his education, through his father’s 
many troubles, very mean, thought to better himself by travel, and 
without licence got into France, but his health failing he returned 
again within five months, for which folly, and refusing the oath, 
he has now been two months in restraint.

152, Petition of Robert Rigge, of Fareham, to the Council. Upon

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White Beconsaw, the late sheriff, Barton, with much ado, on 12th 
August produced his accounts, whereby, it appeared, 1. that he had 
neglected to collect 14/. 9s. of persons of worth; 2. that he and 
his tenants, being rated at 6/. 10s. he never paid the same; and 
3. that he collected 31. 3s. from persons whom he returned to be 
poor, and kept the money in his purse ; but,j{hearing of your letters, 
he privately redelivered the amount to the persons from whom he 
had collected it. All which is submitted to your consideration.

Petitioner being 
assessed to pay 3l. towards 501. for ship-money for Fareham, Robert 
Rigge, the collector, of his own authority added 10s. more, and, under 
pretence that petitioner refused to pay, prosecuted him in the Star 
Chamber.

They describe it as a very 
strong-built house of stone, the walls three foot nine inches in thick- 
ness. The servants of Mr. Thornhill dug for saltpetre in the house 
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after Christmas 1635, and in the following January or February, 
The part of the house which is fallen down is the whole jnnop 
lining of one side, about 2} foot in thickness. The ruin happened 
about Easter, after the digging, and did not take place by casualty of 
wind or tempest. Austin Golshery, Mr. Thornhill’s servant, told 
the workmen that they had dug too near the north side, The 
ground was dug beneath the foundation above a foot.

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high and eminent nature, and it behoved us to be very wary of 
granting prohibitions to stop that court, and it might well be the 
former incumbent was justly deprived, and this one deserves the same 
censure too.

Thomas in Michaelmas term sent the bishop a great packet from 
Samuel Hartlib, correspondent of Dury, an excellent man and of 
the same spirit.

To this symbol all the bishops 
of the Greek church adhere, and particularly Gelasius, Patriarch of 


- Alexandria, a grave, saint-like man. Pope Gregory XIII. instituted 


a college at Rome for the education of young Greeks. In this 
college many Greeks have been bred up and taken the infection of 
the doctrine of Rome. Many of these have been sent into Greece 
to oppose the patriarch, and have corruptly got into some bishopries, 
From such have arisen all the troubles of the Greek church, and 
the persecution of Cyril.

The charge against Fort was 
that he being churchwarden gave leave that a coffin 
should be taken wp on purpose to have the lead, and 
that he caused it to be melted to be put to other uses 
and to save the parish. The coffin was that of a person 
of quality long since deceased.

The 
effect is, that the letters of reprisal to Henley are not well grounded, 
hecause justice is not denied nor delayed, which he proves, because 
Henley had a former sentence for him, and a latter against him, and 
the latter pronounced by judges of great worth. The answer is, that 
this kind of arguing passes not for good in foro poli, before the God of 
Heaven, ner in foro juris gentium, before the gods of the earth, 
sovereign princes and states; for there a sentence is not made just 
by the rules of the civil Jaw, nor by domestic practice ; reality of 
truth only, not fictions of law, have approbation. This kind of 
answer was not held satisfactory when the French gave sentence for 
them that took the Pearl, nor when they of Dunkirk and Brussels 
gave sentence in allowance of the tobacco, which they made prize 
against the English. A judgment not supported with reasons that 
may give satisfaction to another state is so far from justifying the 
wrong, as it adds a further coutumely and scorn. By the law of 
nations, if the spoil cannot be justified, Henley must have his goods 
again, notwithstanding any argument drawn from their politic 
constitutions or local manner of judicial decision. Henley does not 
require his goods because he had a former sentence, nor think it just 
that he should lose them because the second sentence says there was 
an error in the former judgment, but because he, being a merchant, 
had by lawful trade purchased those sugars, which were upon the 
seas, far out of any territory of the States, violently taken from him 
by a man-of-war of Holland and brought in thither. Neither does 
Henley desire a sentence for his goods, but restitution of his own, 
and execution of justice against the offenders. Therefore, if the 
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first sentence be wrong, Henley is where he was, viz., lawful owner 
of the goods whereof he was wrongfully spoiled by this man-of-war, 
and this man-of-war is a pirate till somewhat be showed to the 
contrary.

Being in the 
public assizes required to take the oath, he took exceptions and 
refused, and the judge pronounced the judgment of premwunire 
against him, and recommitted him. I pray your resolutions whether 
he shall be continued in close imprisonment or not. He is thought 
to be a great agent for recusants of these parts, and for the priests 
that haunt this country, especially of George Fenwick, who has a 
long time exercised the Pope’s jurisdiction in this province. The 
eyes of the country were upon our proceeding. Stevenson at his 
last being with me told me that there were more than a thousand 
in my diocese that would not take the oath, which I submit to 
your consideration, of how dangerous consequence the same may be 
to his Majesty and the State, and how necessary it is to purge the 
kingdom of the Pope’s traitorous agents, that take upon them to 
exercise the Pope’s jurisdiction within his Majesty’s dominions, and 
sow the seeds of treason in the hearts of his Majesty’s subjects.

On Saturday, the 24th inst., there 
being a great rout of people running by the court gate at Whitehall 
beating a bailiff, the informant not knowing the cause, was careful 
to secure the fore gate; during which time a great ladder, usually 
hanging by the chapel, was carried into the back court by watermen, 
labourers, and boys, whom examinant knows not, whereupon he sent 
men to shut the back gate (newly opened to let out wood carried to 
Somerset House for the Queen’s service) lest the ladder should be 
carried out ; but the people in the street and those in the court who 
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carried the ladder pressed upon informant’s servant, and beat him 
down, and so conveyed out the ladder. About an hour after, infor. 
mant, supposing all had been quiet, heard a great noise in the street, 
whereupon he made all speed to shut the great fore gates, and havi 
done that to shut the wicket, but, before he could effect that, one 
Locker pressed in at the little gate, having his sword naked in his 
hand, the scabbard being lost, and with him Mr. Carr, having his 
head and face bloody, but no weapon about him, who went together 
into the court, upon which informant shut all the gates, and so kept 
them until the tumult was appeased. Some of his Majesty’s ser. 
vants of good quality knocked earnestly to come in, unto whom 
informant denied to open the gates until they had warranted him 
that the tumult was over. P.S.—Did not call for the yeomen of 
the guard to assist him, lest by his absence some further mischief 
might ensue.

79. Petition of the Governor and Fellowship of Eastland Merchants 
to the Council. John Stuart, of Coldingham, by petition to the King, 
desired to have a place of Surveyor-General for 61 years, to search 
and measure all deals and timber imported, pretending great abuses 
concerning the goodness, “ skantling,” and measure, and to have for 
his fee a halfpenny the whole board. His Majesty, on the 22nd No- 
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vember 1637, referred the petition to the Attorney and Solicitor 
General, who, having heard the Eastland Company, and the com- 
panies of carpenters, shipwrights, joiners, and others, certified that 
the said companies denied that there were any such abuses, and 
therefore recommended that commissioners should be appointed to 
examine into the matter. A commission was accordingly granted, re- 
turnable the 4th of June 1638, and directed to Walter Fitzwilliams, 
Edward Trotman the elder, Francis Dynne, Edward Bosdon, Ed- 
ward Ayscough, Jasper Manwood, Richard Willis, and Francis 
Smith. Petitioners having made it appear to the referees that there 
is no cause of reformation, for the buyer has free liberty to buy, 
take, or leave any sort of timber, they now set forth the inconve- 
nience of the proposed office, and pray that some of the Commissioners 
for Building, and some of the Officers of the Navy and of his Majesty’s 
Works, may be joined with the said commissioners, whereby a true 
examination may be had. [1 p.] 


80. Petition of David Edwards, the father, William Edwards and 
Thomas Edwards, his sons, all of Rorington, Salop, husbandmen, to 
the Council. Recite their previous petition, complaining of an unequal 
assessment for ship-money imposed upon them by Sir Paul Harris, 
late sheriff of Shropshire, and informing the Lords of the several 
rates of ship-money imposed upon the gentry in that county. After 
Sir Paul Harris had been sent for, the Lords directed the Council of

After waiting an hour 
and a half, the high constable came, but no one of his parish; and 
Mr. Powle will not yield to pay more than a fourth part of the sum 
the said parishes come to. The parishioners of White Waltham 
offered to make a rate for as much as they paid when Mr. Dolman 
and Sir Richard Harrison were sheriffs, but the high constable 
refused, and the rates are not yet settled. [} p.] 


83. Petition of Sir John Lawrence, Nicholas Harman, and Sir John 
Abeale to the same. Petitioners being appo-nted by the high con. 
stable, lately made a “ratement ” for ship- -money in Chelsea, according 
to the value of every man’s estate there, following a ratement made 
last year by three justices of peace, and settled by the then sheriff, 
The present sheriffs, who are strangers to the place, at the instigation 
of some factious spirits, have struck out the names of several persons 
of quality who hold lands there to the value of 2601. per annum, and 
abated others who were duly assessed at 3d. in the pound, as all the 
rest were, except petitioners and some few others, who raised them- 
selves to a higher proportion to spare the minister and some of weak 
estate. The sheriffs have cast these abatements wholly upon peti- 
tioners and the Countess of Devon and Sir John Fearne. Pray that 
the rate first made may be confirmed, or that the same may be 
equally raised pro ratd. [2 p.] 


84, Petition of Richard Robins, of co. Northampton, to the same. 
Petitioner was, by the servants of the late sheriff, unequally assessed 
to ship-money ; and being unwilling to pay, and the sheriff’s servants 
coming to distrain a horse out of petitioner’s team as they were 
bringing home corn in the harvest, petitioner's servants did not 
deliver the horse to them. The late sheriff’s servants have com- 
plained to the Board, alleging that petitioner was assenting to the 
denial of the said distress. Prays a speedy time to be fixed for 
petitioner to answer.

85. Petition of Sir Richard Letchford to the same. Petitioner’s 
two daughters were formerly committed by your order to John 
Downes and Maurice Moseley’s tuition, who since have petitioned 
and got a further allowance of 30/. per annum for their maintenanee. 
By reason of great losses, petitioner is no way able to give that 
allowance, neither did he ever promise the same. Besides, his 
children are greatly wronged, to his heart’s grief, and are like to be 
ruinated, if you take not some speedy order. Prays the Lords to 
accept his submission, and let him have the comfort of his children, 
he giving caution that they shall not depart the kingdom without 
licence, and be ready to attend when required. [4 p.] 
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86. Petition of Morton Briggs, of co. Salop, to the Council. You 
have been certified (Vol. ccclaviii., No. 67) by the bailiff of Wenlock, 
co. Salop, that petitioner, being assessed at 21. 6s. 8d. for ship-money 
for last year, contemptuously refused to pay, and desired to give bond 
for answering it, whereupon there was a warrant for fetching him up. 
The 2/, 6s. 8d. is part for small tithes for a mill, and part for some 
profits of limestone and ironstone from a waste land called the Clees. 
For that which is assessed on the mill, petitioner is ready to satisfy 
it; but for that which is chargeable on the limestone, the said waste 
land not being within the corporation nor any other township, as 
by ancient verdict appears, petitioner, finding the end of the bailiff 
to be an encroachment upon his right, apprehended, if he should pay, 
it might be evidence against him, wherefore he denied (not con- 
temptuously ) to pay the same when demanded, which was not till 
the 27th January last, although he was complained of before. Prays 
reference to the sheriff of the county to order the assessment 
according to the truth of the cause. [# p.] 


87. Petition of inhabitants of the soke or wapentake of Skirbeck, 
being but eight small towns, to Sir Anthony Irby, sheriff of co. 
Lincoln. Petitioners have been charged with great sums of money 
every year towards provisions of beefs and muttons for his Majesty's 
household, charges of arms and such like, and now towards ship- 
money, which last year amounted to 3201. These great charges they 
are disabled to undergo, by reason that several freeholds and 10,000 
acres of common have been taken from them, being worth 5,0001., 
the benefit of a moiety whereof belonged to petitioners, Pray the 
sheriff’s assistance for mitigation of the said charge. [Signed by 
33 petitioners. 1 p.] 


88. Information as to unwillingness in Essex and cos. Oxford, 
Buckingham, Northampton, and, most of all, in co, Gloucester, 
towards the payment of ship-money. Though the sheriffs of those 
counties pretend to be true servants to the King, even Sir Robert 
Pointz, in co. Gloucester, has said, privately, that if he must commit 
all the refusers, and distrain all their cattle, there will not be found 
prisons or penfolds enough in the county to receive them. And the 
sheriffs of the other counties, and especially he of Buckingham, Sir 
Alexander Denton, privately listen very much to their kindred and 
friends near them, who, to speak very modestly, are known to be 
hollow-hearted to the King. It is doubted there will not be una- 
nimity in the vote of the judges concerning the King’s absolute 
right ; but perhaps they may agree in condemning Hampden for 
this time, as having been defective in his plea, but without voting 
concerning the merits of his cause.

The 
answers are, for the most part, of little consequence ; those they take 
into consideration are such as discover neglect of the thrift and dis- 
cipline of the house, wherein both the warden and fellows partake, 
and are both to blame. Explains the neglected state of their 
accounts, their negligence in studies, and that two or three are 
accused for bribery in admitting postmasters, and the sub-warden 
“jinsimulated ” for selling woods by Maidstone to his kinsman for 
120/., which were well worth 300/. The complaints against the 
warden are of more weight. They accuse him of neglect of accounts, 
of weakening discipline, of “guiling upon the college ” in expenses 
in his lodgings. Near 1,000/. has been laid out in building and fur- 
nishing his house at Oxford and at London, and 50/. and 601. a year 
charged for fuel in his lodgings. They accuse him, also, of corruption 
in selling college leases; getting some into his hands for nothing, some 
for a small value, and taking more for leases demised to others than 
has been accounted for to the college. Emildon and Penteland, in 
Northumberland, were leased to a friend of the warden’s for 6001., 
although 2,000/. was offered by Ogle; and of the 600/. the warden 
divided 400/. between himself and the fellows, and 200/. to the 
college, where custom divides it equally. Thraces and Thrognolls, in 
Newington, although offered a rent of 4201., he overruled the company 
to take 300/.; at the same time he took of Mr. Trafford, the tenant, 
700/., and for colouring the business, granted him an extension of 
his lease of Grancester [Grantchester?] Mills. The warden says that, 
at the same time, Trafford parted with Burmington, in Warwickshire, 
to Mr. Simonson, worth 30/. per annum. The warden confesses he 
got for Trafford’s lease 1007. The writer suspects some fraud in this. 
Thanks the archbishop for mediating with the Lord Chamberlain for 
the writer’s non-attendance, and for suffering him to provide for his 
kinsman’s advancement. Mr. St. Giles shall have his money. The 
convocation shall despatch the particulars for degrees as the arch- 
bishop has directed precisely.

distress, saying he would answer it at the Council table. My bailiff 
thereupon seizing a horse of his, a rescue was made by one Arthur, 
his bailiff, and another of hisservants, This Coghill is a leading man 
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on that side the country, and the neighbours’ eyes are fixed upon the 
issue of this bold attempt.

Articles additionals to be ministered by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners against William Pinson and John Rogers, 
Defendant Pinson was charged that from 1631 to 1636 
he lived at Wolverhampton, and was inconformable to 
the Church of England, and very obstinate and perverse 
therein. That he maintained conventicles im his house, in 
which persons of other families assembled together, and 
Pinson made long extenpore prayers, and repeated ser- 
mons, and expounded scripture, and that he went to the 
houses of other people where similar conventicles were 
held at set times. That he, together with his wife and her 
midwife, and other women, went to the church of Wolver- 
hampton, that his wife might be churched, but being 
demanded by the priest why she did not wear a veil, she 
answered she would not, and being told by the priest that 
he was commanded by the ordinary not to church any but 
such as came thither reverently and lowly in their veils, 
she in the church, after prayers ended, scornfully pulled of 
her hat and put a table napkin on her head, and put on 
her hat, again, and so departed from the church. That 
ever since that time Pinson had threatened the said priest, 
being Hugh Davies, then one of the curates of Wolver- 
hampton, to be revenged of him, and in consequence had 
stirred up and carried on against him various legal 
proceedings in the name of John Hopkins, wpon a pre- 
tensed battery, and in the course of them procured him to 
be arrested in the churchyard of Wolverhampton, and to 
be dragged through the market-place ; and further, because 
Davies prosecuted both defendants in the High Commis- 
sion, they procured warrants against him for good beha- 
viour, and brought him before Sir Richard Dyott and the 
quarter sessions, by whom he was dismissed. [5 pp.] 


Answers of the defendant Pinson to the preceding articles. 
He admitted that whilst residing at Wolverhampton he 
prayed with his family, and that he used to conceive a 
prayer, repeat sermons, and read and expound the scrip- 
ture, and also that other persons who have by chance then 
come in, or who came to hear a repetition of a sermon, 
were sometimes present. He also admitted the other acts 
of inconformity charged against him, except that he

They were also declared to have taken upon them unlawfully to 
exercise ecclesiastical jurisdiction, and to have contemned the orders 
of this Court ; wherefore they were fined jointly in 5001, and were 
ordered to make a public submission conceptis verbis in this Court, 
which submission together with this sentence was to be published at 
Norwich and Sudbury.

Tondon, and having considered the answer of the patentees to pro- 
positions made to them (Wo. 25), it is declared very unfit to disturb 
the contract made with the brewers by way of composition for 3,0001. 
per annum upon any hopes of the patentees; but inasmuch as in 
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their answer they allege the securing of the said composition to 
depend upon the consideration of the contract, it was ordered that 
they should attend the Treasurer and Comptroller of the Household 
at the Greencloth, and there see the contract ; and if they can show 
a way to raise the rent of 3,000/. without using coercive power on 
the brewers the Lords will further consider their propositions; but 
they are to take care that they do not distemper his Majesty’s service 
with the brewers.

[Underwritten, copy receipt for the 
above 7001., signed “ by appointment of Richard Woodward, Thomas 
Kinaston.” 4 p.] 


64. Articles in answer to the allegations of Thomas Davies, his 
Majesty’s barber, claiming the disposing of the barbers’ tents for 
the service of the household, as formerly enjoined by his predecessors, 
barbers to his Majesty’s ancestors (see 17th February 1637-8, 
No. 30). The answer contends that the record quoted by Davies 
proves that the disposing of the barbers’ tents was not granted to 
Robert Bolley as barber, but as sergeant of the ewry. It asserts 
that in the 17th Henry VIII. the sergeant of the ewry and the 
King’s barber were different persons, for that Godfrey Villers was 
then sergeant. of the ewry, and Edmund Haran and Mr. Penne, 
barbers to his Majesty.

Richard 
Bullingham is farmer for three lives at a small rent of the rectory of 
Ketton, being the corps of a prebend in the cathedral of Lincoln, 
and receives out of the rectory 300l. per annum clear, while the 
vicarage is not worth above 26/. per annum, and one moiety of that 
is allowed to the curate of Tixover.

Extract from a roll of the time of Oliver Sutton, Bishop 
of Lincoln, who took possession of that see in 1280, m 
which are set forth the profits at that time of the vicarage 
of Ketton with the chapel of Tixover, to which is added a 
statement of the various sums received by the petitioner 
since his coming to the vicarage in 1614. [12 p.] 
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66. Memorandum of Thomas Beeston, Mayor, and four others, of 
Portsmouth, that notice was given by Andrew Pawling, messenger, 
to the corporation of that town, to appear in the Exchequer, to pass 
their accounts for casual profits due to his Majesty.

68. Order of Council. Philip Oldfield, clerk, rector of Lasham, 
Hanis, by petition to his Majesty, which was referred to the Lords, 
showed that he had been rector of Lasham for 25 years, but by 
reason of a pretended lease for 99 years (201. per annum only being 
reserved for the cure) he could never enjoy the full right of the 
church, and when by law petitioner attempted to void the lease, Sir 
Edmond Plowden, the now patron and assignee of the said lease, so 
multiplied suits upon petitioner, threatened his ruin, unjustly detained 
his body, beat his wife great with child, and insulted over his weak 
and declining estate, that neither friend, kinsman, nor servant dared 
be assistant to petitioner, who was forced to compound, and enter 
bond in 2001. not to trouble Sir Edmond. He therefore besought 
his Majesty to refer the hearing of this business. Upon hearing all 
the parties We Order Mr. Oldfield to bring an action of trespass 
against Sir Edmond for entering into some part of the parsonage of 
Lasham, and that Sir Edmond shall plead not guilty, and go to 
trial at the next assizes at Winchester, and shall admit the trespass, 
and give in evidence the lease of the said’ parsonage of 4th of Queen 
Elizabeth by William Guy, the incumbent, and Nicholas Pinke, the 
then pretended patron, and afterwards confirmed by Robert then 
Bishop of Winchester, and when the Lords shall be advertised of the 
result of the trial they will take further order according to his 
Majesty’s reference.

69. Petition of John Lassells and Elizabeth his wife to the 
Council. By order of the 10th May 1637, George Lassells, father 
of John Lassells, was ordered to pay, for relief of petitioners and 
their children, 20s. a week, and also for a future provision to settle 
a house and land of the yearly value of 34/.

Harbottle Grimstone, who have made this end, viz., that 1001. 
should be paid in hand to petitioners, and that Sir Robert Coke 
should become bound to John Coppinger, uncle of the said Elizabeth 
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for payment of 500/., with interest at 8/. per cent., upon the 30th 
May next, which 100/. and bond have been delivered to Harbottle 
Grimstone until George Lassells shall have an order for his enlarge- 
ment and a discharge of all the former orders. And the said referees 
have further ordered that petitioners may quietly remain in the 
house where they now dwell, at Elston in co. Nottingham, until 
payment of the said 500/. Pray the Lords to order the discharge 
of George Lassells, and the vacating of all former orders, as also to 
confirm the agreement of the said referees.

70. Order of Council. Recites the above petition, confirms the 
agreement therein mentioned, and Orders that George Lassells be 
forthwith set at liberty, and when the 5001. is paid, that the former 
orders be vacated, and the possession of the house at Elston be 
delivered up.

71. Like order. Taking into consideration the petition of John 
Beck, John Slaney, and others of Hornchurch, mentioned under the 
27th inst., No. 42, and hearing their counsel, and the counsel of 
George Thorogood, William Ballard, and others, also inhabitants of 
Hornchurch, concerning a rate factiously made by the latter at 
Chensford [Chelmsford], 15 miles distant from Hornchurch, upon a 
reference obtained from this board to the sheriff upon untrue sug-

Cambridge, having petitioned his 
Majesty about draining the Great Level of the Fens, and their right of 
common, his Majesty referred the same to the Lords, who Ordered 
that a copy of the said petition be delivered to some one of the 
undertakers of that work, and appointed to hear the same upon 
Wednesday 13 June next. [Drajft. 1 p.] 


75. Like order. Thomas Leigh by petition represented that the 
difference between him and Anne Dale, his tenant, was upon her 
suit referred to Viscount Savage, the Lord Chief Baron, Roger 
Downes, Vice-Chamberlain, and Evan Edwards, Baron of the 
Exchequer at Chester. Upon 21st February following, in regard there 
was a suit by Dale at Chester for the same matter, which had come 
to an issue, petitioner desired it might proceed to a hearing, but that 
was denied, in regard the Lords were willing the referees should 
make an accommodation, but it was not their intention that any 
stay should be given to petitioner in his legal proceedings ; yet, under 
colour of the said reference, the cause is deferred, and petitioner

security to repay the same, which refractoriness of the governors the

His Majesty having appointed his servant, Clement Laniere, to 
weigh all hay and straw to be sold within three miles circuit of 
London and Westminster, the said patentee by his petition com- 
plained to his Majesty that notwithstanding he had spent 300l. in 
endeavouring to settle that office for the public good, he is inter- 
rupted therein by directions from the Lord Mayor or the Court of 
Aldermen, and being unable and unwilling to undergo a suit at law 
with the city, he craved his Majesty for assistance, who commanded 
us to settle this business, or report our opinions. We earnestly 
recommend the business to your consideration, not, doubting you 
will take such order therein as his Majesty shall not be further 
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troubled to interpose in a business wherein so general a good is 
concerned.

82. Order of Council. The Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s, 
London, on behalf of themselves and their under-tenants in Cad- 
dington, complain that being by order of the board peaceably to

Petitioners desiring to be relieved herein, 
It was Ordered that the justices of peace next adjoining be required 
to send for Richard Clothier and Thomas Bengo, servants to Turner 
and Garsley, as also for William and Richard Bowse, and cause 
them to be all sent to the House of Correction, there to receive 
corporal punishment for such their insolences.. [Drajft. 1} p.] 


83. Like order. Recite reference of the petition of young 
Sir John Tyrrell ¢o the Lord Chief Justice of the King’s Bench 
and Mr. Justice Croke, and their certificate, calendared under date 
of the 18th April last, No.4. We confirm the said certificate, and, as 
concerning the aspersions laid by the petition on Sir Henry Browne, 
we find him faultless in all those things wherewith he is charged 
in the said petition, and hold the petitioner very much to blame 
to asperse a gentleman of so much honour and worth, and who per- 
formed towards old Sir John Tyrrell the offices of a very affectionate 
kinsman and real friend.

85. Notes by Sec. Windebank of proceedings in the Star Chamber 
in the case of the Attorney-General against William Pickering 
Defendant, about a year and a half ago, meeting Francis Huberley, 
called him a beggarly knave, whereupon Huberley called him a 
beggarly papist. He replied, “I am a papist, and the Queena 
papist, and the King a papist in heart and conscience.” Dr. Clay- 
ton, D.D., stated that Pickering had several times affirmed that all 
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He en-

The slander was con- 
tained in two petitions of Sir Richard Wiseman to the King, in one 
of which he taxed the Lord Keeper with having received from him a 
bason and ewer and a sum of 220/. in money.: The presentation of 
the bason and ewer were not disputed. It was a new year’s gift. 
On its presentation inquiry was made if any suit were depending. 
The bearer answered, there were no suits, but Sir Richard had 
received many courtesies before. The Lord Keeper called for the 
book of causes, and looked upon it, and found none, yet he said, if 
it should be found otherwise the plate should be returned. A sub- 
sequent offer of silver plate was refused to be received, both by the 
Lord Keeper and by his Lady. The 2201. was stated to have been 
given by Sir Richard Wiseman to the Lord Keeper alone, who 
thereupon, as it was alleged, told Sir Richard that his cause was good, 
although it was afterwards “cast out of the court.” This was 
denied and disbelieved.

He is desirous 
to speak with the Spanish ambassador (who went hence on Monday 
last, and in probability is returned by a contrary wind this night,) 
by a second person, and has sent unto the Downs to see if he 
be there. This Count, being both by birth and fortune of one of the 
eminentest families of the Netherlands, retired into France out of 
Flanders about six years since, when the Duke of Arscot was 
arrested in Spain, but could never be induced to take arms against 
his Prince, so that in appearance he would treat of his reconciliation. 
Of this I made a discovery by an Irish sergeant-major, whose pass- 
port discovered him, who has importuned me not to discover him 
from being a French Baron. I beseech you open it to the King, 
that when his Majesty sees him he would not seem to know him, 
for his intention is not to discover himself till he comes to the King. 
He is about 37 years old, and has one of his sons with him. He 
goes to Canterbury to-night, and to-morrow towards London. The 
packet-boat is not come from Dunkirk, so that I can write no 
variety of news. Since routing the two French regiments by the 
Prince Tomaso, and the Duke de la Force’s joining with Chatillon’s 
army before St. Omer, both consisting of 10,000 horse and 35,000 
foot, the lines of circumvallation are not yet perfected, but many 
strong forts built by the French upon their lines, and cannon upon 
them. Thisis French news. The Governor of Calais wrote that by 
the 20th of this month, N.S., they shall know where the Prince of 
Orange’s designs are for. My occasions draw me to London to- 
morrow.

45. Justices of Peace for the Isle of Ely to the Council. On the 
4th inst. we had notice that there were 40 or 50 men gathered in a 
fen called Whelpmore, near Littleport, but common to Ely and 
Downham with Littleport, and that their assembly was appointed 
to throw down the ditches which the drainers had made for enclos- 
ing their fen ground from the common, which was left to the inhabi- 
tants of the said towns. We were also certified that the next day 
there should meet 600 men in the same place to a foot-ball play or 
camp, which camp should be called Anderson’s camp, who should 
bring an hundred strong with him. We sent out warrants for some 
who were the chief movers of this action, and committed two of 
them to gaol. Whether it was by reason that the chief leaders were 
in ward, or of the great rain that fell on that day, there came none 
that day ; but upon the next day there assembled out of Ely and 
Lakenheath about 200 men, throwing down the undertaker’s ditches, 
but not hurting any man’s person or goods. We sent out and 
apprehended four more of the chief of them, whom we also com- 
mitted to gaol at Ely. The multitudes are dispersed, and we hear 
not of any more mutinous assemblies ; but in Ely speeches are cast 
out that the gaol shall be broken open and the prisoners delivered, 
which makes us keep strong watch about it by night. And this we 
find, that our warrants that we send in his Majesty’s name are 
resisted by some, neglected by others, and some that are charged to 
aid the constables make light of it, and refuse it, and that the people 
grow desperately careless, and nourish bad spirits among themselves, 
one town holding privy intelligence with another. We thought it 
our parts to let you understand in what condition we are, and leave 
it to your directions.

Informations and examinations taken before the writers of 
the preceding letter, and im connexion with the subject 
thereof. WILLIAM GoatEs of Littleport, informer, stated 
that meeting Robert Baxter of Littleport, labourer, Baxter 
told him there was a foot-ball play or camp to be holden 
in Whelpmore. Informer asked if it was Sayre’s camp. 
Baater answered, “ No ; i will be Anderson’s camp.” In- 
former replied, “Does Anderson mean to be hanged?” 
Baster answered that Anderson would have the first blow 
at the ball, and would bring with him from Ely 100 men. 
NicHoLas Saykre, labourer, examined, said, on Monday 
last he was digging hassocks in the fen, and went from 
his work to throw down the ditch in Whelpmore which the 
undertakers made. On the same day he met Pollard, 
Wilson, and William Howson, who asked him if he came 
to play a game at foot-ball. Examinant replied, “ What 
foot-ball?” They told him Anderson would bring a ball 
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and meet the town of Littleport in Burnt fen to play at 
foot-ball. Thomas Cooke and Thomas Brooke went to 
Lakenheath, and David Smith and William Howson said 
that Lakenheath men sent word that they would meet Sn 
Burnt fen to play at foot-ball. EpwarpD ANDERSON, in 
opprobrious words, said that he would not leave his com- 
mons until he saw the King’s own signet and royal assent, 
and that he would obey God and the King, and no man 
else: “for,” he said, “we are all but subjects.” And he 
asked if one might not be inspired (and why not he ?) to 
do the poor good, to help them to their commons again, 
After he was committed to the constables to be carried to 
gaol, he said that he would come out of the same in spite 
of the justices. JOHN Bryce. He went out of Ely with 
30 or 40 men into Whelpmore, and met there 200 or 
thereabouts all of Ely, which, when they met together, 
flung in part of the ditch. They met 13 or 14 of Laken- 
heath men, but they did not anything. Names various 
persons who were there, and those who persuaded him to 
go. He carried a foot-ball. What became of it he cannot 
tell. JOHN IvEs, being on Burnt fen looking for cattle, 
on the first day of the riot, states shortly what he saw of 
the throwing in the ditches.

goes to sea, but this is told me in secret. Viscount Bayning is 
lately dead of a fever. The judgment for the ship-money is now 
given for the King, and so entered, and the business goes on well 
and quietly. Mr. Mason, the famous master of fence, was Thursday 
last in the evening murdered by a Frenchman of the same profession 
and his associates. The Frenchman is fled to the French ambassador’s 
house, but his servant is taken, and the fact is notorious. The Queen 
much importunes the King for the Frenchman’s pardon. We hear 
that the Prince of Orange has received a great blow near Antwerp, 
where he has lost six pieces of ordnance and 1,500 men, which has 
almost quailed the States’ hopes of taking that important city. 
There are various reports of the business in Scotland, which is kept 
here very secret; but I am told it is like to be all well composed. 
The King’s progress holds, and he sets forward from Theobalds the 
16th July, and about that time the Queen goes to Oatlands. I shall 
continue here this fortnight, and shall not fail to be at court every 
Sunday till the King be gone. Order is given for victualling eleven 
of your ships for six months, to begin the first of July next, but for 
what service none but Mr. Comptroller knows. Your preparation 
for shipping of landmen is, I suppose, at an end. [1 p.]

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that claim to be recorded, and then I shall be at liberty to revive 
my right, if I see occasion, and prevent the prejudice of my successor 
by my quietness. Dr. Henchman is the only visible man in oy 
church ; the rest are contented to obscure themselves to give him 
light, and for their own ease derive on him all business, Jy, 
Steward is firm to him. Dr. Mason would gladly remember that he 
once set his hands on his shoulder to leap over his head, but his 
relation to Mr. Packer biasses him to the bishop. There is only 
Dr. Osborne, a constant man, but seldom here ; the rest are his, or 
not their own, and I must follow the cry, or spend my mouth to no 
purpose on a singular scent.

This I may say, 
all degrees goes on without fainting, and not a man is known to fall from 
their number, but daily coming in. There was never at any time such 
plenty of preaching and prayer as is now in Edinburgh. All the most able 
ministers are set a-work, preach every day in many places, and on the 
Lord’s day three sermons in each church ordinarily, and so in all the halls 
and other great houses. God is not wanting with his blessings, for the 
obstinate are powerfully brought in by the ministers of the word. This 
last Lord’s day the commissioner was earnestly solicited by the bishops to 
go to chapel, and hear sermon and the English service, which has been 
long in use there (the two former he was at Kinneil, where he heard 
Mr. Alexander Henderson and Mr. Richard Dickson). It was heard of in the 
town, but if the Bishop of Dunblane, who is dean of the chapel, had not 
gone and petitioned the commissioner that all should be discharged, and fied 
himself to Seatoun, it is like we should not been longer troubled with him 
and some others who stay privately about the abbey. So the commissioner 
went to Dalkeith on Saturday at night. It is true there was a guard strong 
enough put to the Castle of Edinburgh, and at the commissioner’s desire 
was discharged. Only it is well looked to, and the town of Edinburgh 
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keeps a strong watch in their town, about 150 musketeers. We hear much 
of English armies and ships to come, but we neither see nor fear anythj 
that way.”

They have made all the people take an oath of fidelity 
to those of their covenant, as they term their rebellious league, 
They have set up three bodies of councillors, and one of war. The 

have taxed the whole country to maintain the war, and the Kin 

having sent a ship laden with munitions and other necessaries for 
the castle of Edinburgh, they have seized them, and distributed 
them amongst their soldiers, and taken possession of the castle and 
all the other strongholds of the kingdom. They make pretence to 
defend their liberty and religion from innovation, to hold a free 
parliament, to reform the church of England, to have the King 
reside with them six months every year, and to regain their ancient 
liberties, of which the King has of late deprived them, as they 
pretend. The King in this affair has gone on too quietly, and in 
the judgment of wise men has too much despised them, and shown 
such feebleness that his subjects begin to raise the head, and make: 
little revolts and mutinies even in England. He has sent the 
Marquess of Hamilton to try to gain them over; which most people 
think very strange, knowing how little affection he has for the 
King’s affairs, and the authority he might have with that people, 
being descended from their blood royal, and a man fit for their 
designs. At first they would not allow any one to speak to him 
alone, and when he prayed them to lay down their arms against the 
King, assuring them that the King would give them content, they 
flatly refused. They have also given him a guard, as it were ot 
honour, but it is thought that if he wished to return this guard 
would let him know that he could not. From the whole proceeding 
the King sees evidently that they will not submit to reason by 
treaty, and has resolved to compel them by force. He is about to 
raise an army in Ireland, not daring to trust the English, who are 
greatly irritated against him by reason of the ship-money. This 
counsel, of raising an army in Ireland, has been suggested to him by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Lord Deputy of Ireland, who 
govern him entirely, for he has never yet opened his mouth upon 
the subject to his Council of State, but strives to keep all close, which 
very much displeases them. They hold that the raising an army in 
Ireland is very dangerous; but I know not what better he could do, 
for in England everybody is discontented, and to raise an army here is 
to put a sword in their hands to defend themselves, for the party of 
the puritans is so numerous, and has such correspondence with the 
Scotch, that they begin already to break down the altars which the 
Archbishop had raised, bring accusations against the bishops, and 
demand the re-establishment of many silenced ministers, with 
thousand other insolences. Such is the state of one little kingdom, 
which seems to be in profound peace and flourishing, but latet anguis 
im herbd, and the least insurrection in Scotland would occasion 
great trouble in this country. Some think that in two or three 
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montlis we shall see a revolt, but the difficulty is, that here they 
have neither soldiers nor commanders; in Scotland they have all.

All the tenants gave their consent 
to petitioner’s purchase by a voluntary attornment in 1629, and by 
payment of rent to Sir Thomas Fanshawe, petitioner's brother, and 
himself, for divers years, Besides 60 years’ purchase paid to the 
city of London almost ten years since, and the interest thereof, and 
almost 400/. more spent in his defence, petitioner has been damnified 
by missing the office of Chief Remembrancer in the Exchequer in 
Ireland, and by being withdrawn from all employment, both in 
Ireland and this country, ever since his landing here two years ago, 
by the prosecution of the town of Congleton. Prays the pardon of 
the Lords for not accepting the offer of Congleton, whose aim therein 
is rather the private ends of particular persons than his Majesty's 
service or the good of the town. Besides that his brother is joint 
purchaser, petitioner, being drawn into a good deal of debt by the 
violent prosecution of Congleton, has been forced to charge the 
manor with encumbrances.

2. Affidavit of Charles Forbench, clerk, M.A. The Eastland 
merchants having respited their answer to his Majesty’s letter for 
admitting Henry White of their company, deponent accompanied 
White, being his brother-in-law, to their assembly, in “respective ” 
manner, entreating their answer. Sir Christopher Clitherow, master 
of the company, with some vehemency alleged that if his Majesty’s 
letters should prevail in that kind they knew not where or of 
whom to raise moneys for defraying the expense of their assemblies, 
adding that such admittances were contrary to their oath and orders. 
White offered to pay whatsoever was due to the uttermost, not 
‘laiming any privilege in that kind by virtue of his Majesty’s 
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favour. And deponent alleged the respect which the universities 
showed to satisfy his Majesty’s missives, and offered to their con- 
sideration his Majesty’s expression in the “perclose” of his letter, 
implying a requital or good turn. Sir Christopher replied, in an 
unseemly slighting manner, that they all knew well enough what 
the King’s good turns were when they came to seek them, or words 
to that effect, and withal, taking advantage that some word in the 
King’s letter was not effectual, said he could answer the King’s 
letter well enough. Which speeches, so unrespectively and slight- 
ingly uttered in public, deponent conceives were in contempt of the 
honour of his sovereign, and therefore holds himself obliged in 
loyalty to disclose the same, being ready to verify his statement in 
verbo sacerdotis, or upon his sacramental oath. [% p.] 


3. Justices of Peace for Kent to the Council. Your letters of 
the last of May were delivered to us the 2nd inst., whereupon we 
gave order for the carriage of two hundred loads of timber from 
Lullingstone Park to Woolwich. As for the two hundred loads to 
be carried from Warnham in Sussex to Kingston upon Thames in 
Surrey, we desire you to excuse this county. We never had the 
assistance of any other county in any such service, it being likewise 
a thing unknown to go out of this county into another to carry 
timber from thence into a third. This county having also been 
of late much charged with carriages, we entreat you to ease us of 
that part of this burden.

The marriage being solemnized, petitioner 
returned to her father’s house, where, about eight or nine o’clock at 
night, her husband came, and asked her father’s and mother’s blessing, 
desiring them not to be angry, saying that he had kept their 
daughter long in hand, but now he had made her amends, for he had 
married her ; but he earnestly desired that his marriage might not 
be divulged, lest he should lose his place. Thereupon her parents 
promised secrecy, and permitted them to accompany each other. But 
since the death of petitioner’s father, by whom her husband hoped 
to have gotten a greater estate than her father was able to give, her 
husband has not only used her unkindly in words, but has also 
forsaken her, and denies her means for her livelihood, unless she 
will deny that she was married unto him. And because she claims 
him for her husband, he has served her with a process, upon an 
action of defamation, to appear before Dr. Mason, chancellor of Win- 
chester.

Report on the true cause 
of the great scarcity of oysters. From returns of jurors at courts 
held to inquire into this matter, it is found that in Essex the scarcity 
arises by the taking the broods and spats of oysters, and the shells 
upon which the spats grow, from off the common oyster grounds, 
and carrying them into private “‘lannes” and grounds, where the spat 
and brood for the most part die; also by the extraordinary great 
quantity of oysters, and many times brood and all, taken and put 
up in barrels and sent to London; and that the corporations of 
Colchester and Maldon challenge the waters of Ponte and Colne, 
which are the best brooding places, to belong to them, and at pro- 
hibited times license men to dredge; and that the price is much 
enhanced by the transportation of oysters beyond seas, and to Hull 
and the north parts, and by fishmongers and others that go from 
London into Essex, and contract for all the oysters, and engross them 
into a few hands. In Kent, the reason of the scarcity is the numbers 
of oystermen there more than in former time, and the most part 
poor, unruly, and incorrigible; these men, violating all orders in 
dredging, have taken away the stock and nursery of oysters. To 
this is to be added the excessive transportation, under pretence of 
licences granted for oysters for the Queen of Bohemia and the Prince 
of Orange. For remedy the writer suggests an order of the board 
that no oysters should be taken from the grounds in Essex until 
they be come to some maturity, and in no week more than 1,000 
half barrels; that no fishmonger buy oysters to sell again until they 
be brought to the common quay; and that a fitting proportion be 
set down for the Queen of Bohemia and the Prince of Orange. 
That letters be written to the vice-admirals to see this performed, 
and to the mayors of Colchester and Maldon, forbidding them to 
license any to dredge at prohibited times.

After much arguing the right 
and equity of the ship-money, with great stomach he told me that 
because I stood so much for it I should therefore pay for it in my 
tax and assessment, and for this purpose he rode over to Towcester, 
and there moved the high sheriff to have me raised, and because the 
under-constable, John Green, would not yield to bis unjust motion, 
he told him, with reviling terms, that I had given him a bribe to 
lay me at an under rate. 7. In gathering the ship-money (to the 
bad example of the town and hundred) he suffered his corn openly 
and in the street to be distrained upon, and did not pay his tax till 
after his return from London, if it be yet paid.

Sir Nathaniel Brent, Warden of Merton College, to Archbishop 
Oxford. Laud. At my coming to Oxford on Friday last, I found at the 
college two letters sent to us by you. This day I read them to the 
Fellows, and gave order (as the letters enjoined) that they should 
be fairly written into our register book. Other things required 
shall be most punctually observed. But concerning the time of our 
audit, you have been misinformed. Our last bursar’s quarter ends 
on Friday night next before August, after which he has four weeks 
to make up his account. After this we are to make up our general 
accounts. This will require time, first to make it up, then to pass 
it by the approbation of the company, and last to copy and send it 
to your Grace. It shall be done with all speed. We have nominated 
three of our senior Fellows to wait on you at Lambeth the 2nd Oc- 
tober next. These we hold fittest to give information concerning 
the discipline and thrift of the college, rather than three young 
men who have more passion than experience; and yet these also 
may come up if they please, and so it is declared to them. The 
choice of our officers has been made ever since I was warden accord- 
ing to our statute and our custom inviolably observed.

56. “The Duke of Lennox’s opinion.” This is a pretended speech, 
the object being to dissuade the King from entering upon a war 
with his Scottish subjects. It professes to have been delivered at a 
sitting of the King’s Council, and was popularly attributed to the 
Duke of Lennox; but this copy is endorsed by Sec. Windebank, who 
could not but know whether it was the Duke’s or not, thus:— 
“D. of Lenox, his supposed speech.” The pretended speaker’s argu- 
ment treats first of the uncertainty of war. “The worst of wars is 
commonly in the close... The most advantageous war that ever 
was waged, all reckonings being cast up, the conqueror has had little 
whereof to glory.” He then deals with the unnatural character of 
a war between a sovereign and his subjects, and passes on to the 
asserted necessity of the proposed war as upholding the King’s 
royalty. He cites Louis XI. of France and Henry VII. of England 
as having counted it no dishonour to yield to their subjects demands, 
though sometimes unjust and unreasonable. “These wise Kings 
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considered,” it is added, “ that the end of war is uncertain, the event 
various, and that he who commits one error in the war, especially 
when the seat of it is in his own kingdom, seldom lives to commit a 
second. We need not go far for instances. Richard II. and 
Edward II. will be fresh precedents for any that desire to buy 
experience thereof upon such dear terms they did.” He then urges 
the King to remove the occasion. The wisest Kings have had their 
oversights in government, which a wiser day has taught them to 
recal. Secondly. If this like not, let time work it forth, by which 
means they will learn to endure the proposal with less regret. 
Thirdly. Cannot your Majesty remove the obstacles by degrees, 
turning the humour some other way? The things in agitation are 
not such as are worth hazarding a kingdom for the gaining of them. 
My advice to your Majesty is never to use war but where the end is 
either certain or probable peace, and when there is no way left but 
that only.

But my letters required s0 
much of the sub-warden before your coming, and I will have an 
account of him at Michaelmas, why it was not done accordingly, 
For if you be not at the College, the sub-warden shall not make 
bold with my commands, at his pleasure to do them or leave them 
undone, till your return. In the next place, you say, that the time 
of your audit is mistaken in my letters. If it be, the matter is not 
great, so that at your audit, whenever it is, all those things be done 
which my letters require, and of which I shall call for an account, 
Thirdly, you write you have nominated three of your senior Fellows 
to attend me at Lambeth the 2nd October next, and withal that 
they are three fitter men than the three which were named before. 
But my visitors here think not so, nor I either. For they who 
made no complaint themselves cannot be held fit to be prosecutors 
of other men’s complaints, wbich perhaps they thoroughly understand 
not. But howsoever, they other three were first named, and ata 
meeting commanded by me, and therefore they three shall stand, 
yet with this indifferency, that they who are now named, or any 
other, shall have liberty to come if they please. And further, 
I commanded the registering of that act of the choice of those 
three, as well as of the registering of my letters, which yet (it seems) 
your sub-warden either refused or neglected to do. But I shall call 
him to an account for this, as well as for other things, at Michaelmas, 
and in the meantime I require this of you, that you see that act 
registered of the choice of the former three. For the choice of your 
officers, perhaps you have made them according to the words of 
your statute, and as custom has been in that house for these 40 years, 
which is but your own time and Sir Henry Savile’s, if all that. 
But I am sure it is against the true meaning of your statute, and 
a very ill custom for the college, that any one man should be sub- 
warden so many years together, and live among his fellows like 
another head of a college in your absence. And therefore for this 
I refer myself to my former letters, and require you, that there be 
not only a choice, but also that a new man be chosen yearly, as I 
have directed, and that another be now chosen at your next election, 
which I take it is at the beginning of August, and then for other 
things I shall after settle them according to your statutes and that 
justice which belongs to a visitor. So for this present I leave you. 
P.S.—This I would have you and the fellows further know, that 
whosoever comes to prosecute the complaints shall not thereby have 
any testimony of their own taken off by the putting of this thankless 
office upon them.

restore such possessions until the lands were adjudged drained, 
which directions we have observed, yet so as we admit none to this 
grace but such as make due proof that their grounds are not bettered 
by the Earl of Bedford’s draining, and that they have the order of 
the court for it, and that they shall not pull down any hedges, but 
make a gap, and enter in a peaceable manner. This order is pur- 
suing [pursuant] to the decree made touching this Great Level, 
19th James, when King James was undertaker, and is agreeable to 
the rule of justice, and has given a great contentment. This in- 
closed warrant was couched by my Lord of Bedford’s counsel ; where- 
upon, after the court risen, the Commissioners sent for the messenger, 
because, under pretence of this warrant, he might apprehend such 
whom the court restored to the possession, and so impediment his 
Majesty's service, After consultation, we resolved not to acquaint 
his Majesty with it nor my Lord Treasurer, but to send it back to 
you, and request you to call in some other like warrants. I meet 
here with rumours that this undertaking for the Great Level is for 
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the benefit of some private suitors. His Majesty has by his letters 
declared that it is for himself, and I desire you to move him that it 
be so really, otherwise the work will be stifled in the birth, and 
receive many impediments. I write not to hinder his Majesty’s 
grace towards the Earls of Exeter and Bedford, and their participants, 
who have expended great sums of money about these works, for hig 
Majesty has declared that he will have a princely care of theiz 
interests. I cannot foresee when we shall end this session, but I 
shall attend this service until I see things settled, or his Majesty 
shall otherwise command.

that holy place may be collected by his comparing it to a hogsty 
in his sermons, is so much incensed at this accidental profanation, 
that he turns the poor old clerk out of his office without his fellow 
vicar’s consent. Hereupon the business was complained of to 
Dr. Clerke and myself. We enjoined Sutton penance for his neglect, 
and sent a note to both the vicars to receive him as formerly upon 
performance of his penance. These he delivered, but Miles rejected 
him, and in his stead elected John Bennet, a notorious puritan. 
Thereupon Miles was cited to answer his contempt, inhibited to pre- 
judice Sutton, or to admit Bennet, &c. The inhibition was served 
upon Miles and Bennet. They contemptuously disobey it, and are 
cited to the next court, where perhaps suspension of Bennet and ex- 
communication of Miles (being judicialiter monitus) may be their 
reward. But there is feared an appeal te the Audience, where Sir 
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Charles [Cesar] may drive a good trade, if that place may be (as is 
boasted) the Asylum of the Brethren. J beseech you therefore to 
take notice of these practices, that conformity as well as inconformity 
may find patronage under his Grace’s jurisdiction, and that these 
by ways may be prevented.—P.S. How Dr. Clerke has been used for 
meddling with this faction I have partly acquainted you, and leave 
the rest to him; I conceive it worth your hearing. [14 pp.] 


80. Sir Nathaniel Brent to Archbishop Laud. It isa grief unto 
myself and others that you should conceive amiss of us upon private 
information given by those who are notoriously ill-affected. The 
sub-warden will be able to give you absolute satisfaction when he 
shall appear before you at Michaelmas. He long since registered all 
that was required of him ; he did it at the first in papers, according 
to the custom of the college, and since in the register book. For 
choosing a new sub-warden every year, no man has made any ques- 
tion since we received your commands.

I hope you will not conceive it either of him or 
others, until it appears how private informations can be made good 
by proof. When I called the fellows together to consider of your 
commands, we found that we were required’ to send up some to give 
information concerning the discipline and thrift of the college. We 
were all of opinion, except three or four of the younger sort, that 
the seniors were more fit for this employment than the juniors, who 
know least of the state of the college, and are, or at least some of 
them, the greatest corrupters of our discipline. But now that we 
understand your pleasure by your last letter of the 20th inst., we 
will accordingly conform ourselves. On Lammas Day, which is the 
time of our solemn meeting, and when in likelihood no man will be 
absent, your directions shall be made known. I humbly desire you, 
as before, not to think amiss of any of the company until the hearing, 
when it shall be made clear that the chiefest complainants are most 
notoriously malicious and perjurious.

18. Sir Nathaniel Brent to Archbishop Laud. I have sent you 
the ancient decrees of our college, collected out of divers books by 
the sub-warden of the last year, out of which I trust you will new 
mould such as will conduce to the better government of this place 
for the future. The things wherein we have been most “ defectuous” 
are these:—The Master Fellows have used too much neglect in 
coming to prayers, to meals in the hall, to capitular meetings, 
accounts, and the like. They have been negligent ever since I came 
first to the college in all these kinds. But the greatest corruption 
of our discipline proceeds from two or three of our masters who have 
lately frequented the company of bachelors and scholars, making 
them their bedfellows in their chambers, and in the town in inns 
and alehouses, an abuse not heard of until of late years. Since I 
heard of it I have much endeavoured to suppress it, but they still 
offend secretly. Within these few days a Master and a Bachelor, 
both fellows of the college, were by the proproctor taken together 
in a drinking school, on a Sunday morning, in sermon time, and 
some young women have lately been begotten with child where two 
of our masters frequently resort and sometimes lodge. These things 
are very scandalous to our college, and I make bold to mention them 
that you may by imjunctions suppress them for hereafter. As I 
was writing this letter, Mr. Fisher acquainted me that he had newly 
found, at the end of an old copy of our statutes, some few ordinances 
which I purpose to send you next week, though, having perused 
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them, I hold them not to be decrees, neither does it appear by whom 
or at what time they were made. [1 p.] 


19. Sir Anthony Irby to Nicholas. After receiving directions 
from the Lords, dated the last of June, but which came not to my 
hands until the 15th July, I went to the assizes, where, speaking 
with the chief constables and other collectors, I found that very 
little more money would be paid except I granted out my warrant 
to distrain, which immediately after my coming home I did, and am 
now in the midst of that service.

26. Information, unsigned, but apparently given by Edward 
May, M.D., and endorsed by Archbishop Laud, of words spoken by 
Mr. Nappier, called Captain Nappier [Napier], a Scottish gentleman, 
at the lodging of Mrs. Cromewell [Cromwell], near Sherelane [Shire 
Lane], in St. Clement’s parish. Upon occasion of the infirmity of 
one or two of Mrs. Cromwell’s family Dr. May was at her lodging, 
also about some business of Mrs. Cromwell. Mr. Swadlin, vicar of 
Aldgate, came in, and was set to write “somethings” in a closet of 
the same room, where Edward May and Mrs. Cromwell were, with 
Mrs. Grace Southcott, when Capt. Napier came in to visit Mrs. Crom- 
well, on behalf of his wife, who was sick. After some discourses, 
Dr. May asked Capt. Napier (as the manner is) how all matters 
went, and said he would be glad to hear that all was well in Scot- 
land. “ Yea,” said Mr. Napier, “we look that your men shortly 
shall bring our men into England.” “What mean you by that?” 
said Dr. May, and thereupon the paper proceeds as follows :— 


** Marry,” answered Mr. Napier, ‘‘40,000 English are to bring our men 
in, who are already above 300,000 able men in arms, or well armed.”’ 
‘‘T hope no such thing,” quoth Dr. May. ‘‘ Yes,” said he, “there isa 
plot ;”” and after some speeches, he said there was a plot which he knew. 
**T know the plot,” saith he; ‘‘ I know part of it.” Then Mrs. Cromwell 
asked him if he did not know a Scottish knight lodging in the White Friars, 
at one Mr. Dillingham’s, a tailor’s, who lieth exceeding closely there, and 
hath left his wife and children now in Scotland, to come hither about these 
businesses, “‘ I believe,” saith she; ‘‘ and no creature cometh at him except 
one servant, and his cook, and he hath very rich apparel ;” with such like 
other words, to which Mr, Napier answered that there were many good 
heads writing and busy about these things, &c., and that himself was not 
here for nothing. Also, he added, that our king might have helped these 
things in time, but now he cannot help himself, and that there is more in 
the matter than heknoweth. ‘‘ Alas! he is made a baby !”’ and then he said 
these words, ‘‘ Quos Jupiter perdere vult hos dementat.” 'To which, while 
we stood wondering at his free and bold discourse, he subjoined many 
matters of his own accord concerning the Bishop of Lincoln, and how he is 
every day almost with him at the Tower, and how that bishop hath more in 
him than all the rest of the bishops of England, and that if he had been 
made Archbishop of Canterbury none of these matters had fallen out. 
Also he freely told that he had a plot to cut short the clergy’s revenues, 
which he summed up, and what they were in value by the year, and what 
the Archbishop of Canterbury shall have left him yearly, and how much 
every other bishop and every minister, and how bishops should follow their 
church callings, and not State matters, and that all the apostles of Christ 
had not one 100/. amongst them. ‘‘ There is the Lord Treasurer,” said he, 
““who is Bishop of London, but no man can serve God and Mammon ;” 
with many other speeches to like purpose. ‘‘ But,” said Dr. May, “ these 
are Privy Councillors, and you must leave them means to serve the King 
and State, and to keep foreign correspondence, as is fit for the good of the 
kingdom. ‘‘ What means?” said he, ‘‘ What do they that way bestow?” &c. 
Some way the Lord of Canterbury was touched obscurely. ‘‘ Nay; out 
with it, man!”’ said Mrs. Cromwell. ‘I have all this while expected him 
to come forth, for he is the man that you do not love.” Many other speeches 
there were against the revenues of the clergy and his Majesty’s proceedings, 
who (as he pleased to say) sets up cobbler’s sons, and the sons of poor 
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mechanics, to be bishops and privy councillors. ‘‘ If the King,” saith he 
‘* would choose noblemen’s younger sons, they would be sensible of honour. 
but these things shall be reformed, and the Englishmen and ours will join 
to have a parliament here as well as in Scotland, and there shall not be left 
in both realms one man that is a papist, although they goto church. We 
know every papist and his revenues, and where he dwelleth, and going to 
church shall not serve their turns; they shall all be sent to New England, 
and they shall have one year’s rents to maintain them there.” 


It is added at the close of the information :—- 


‘** This was written in the presence of Mrs. Cromwell and Mrs. Southeott 
and read twice over unto them, while things were recent; and they said 
they were true, and moderately set down, as they desired for memory sake, 
Mr. Swadlin, after the captain’s departure, hearing all where he sat, upon 
the words of Dr. May, came forth; viz., ‘‘ Many a man hath been laid upon 
an hurdle for less matters than this, and for concealment.” ‘‘ Yea, that he 
hath,” quoth Mr. Swadlin; “this man speaketh treason confidently,” 
Particulars were repeated, and Mr. Swadlin acknowledged them to be 40, 
touching the principal matters here set down, who remembreth, as I suppose, 
other things than what are here written.” 


[Endorsed by Archbishop Laud as “ Concerning the plot between 
English and Scottish in this business.” 23 p.] 


27. Statement of 37 points of sedition or treason gathered from 
the speeches of Capt. Napier, above mentioned, with marginal notes 
of the several witnesses who had deposed to them. In most 
instances the names of the confirming witnesses are stated thus: 
“Dr. May,” “ All agree,” or, “Dr. May and the two gentlewomen,” 
but two instances occur in which “ Mr. Cromwell” is vouched as an 
authority. The first instance relates to the suggested appropriation of 
the lands of the recusants. Mrs. Cromwell asked Napier who should 
have the surplus after a suggested small payment to the recusant 
himself; should the King have it? and that Napier answered “ No,” 
The margin states, “ Allagree. Mr. Cromwell saith he said ‘No; the 
Scottishmen.’” The second instance alludes to a statement that the 
lords of Scotland produced to the Marquess of Hamilton an old law 
which gave to some lords power to call a parliament, in case the 
King were a child, or out of the kingdom, or not well advised, or if 
he went to infringe their liberties or Jaws. “ Dr. May and Mr. Crom- 
well” are vouched as the authorities for this. [14 p.]

They do not deny but that they have offended 
concerning brewing, but promise hereafter to forbear, refusing to 
give bond for their conformity, but submitting themselves to your 
Lordships’ mercy, and hoping that paying the same rent as the 
brewer does they may go on as formerly, which is much desired 
by the poor people and others of that town and the neighbours 
adjoining.

either personal or national. Having too much cause to suspect 
that some dangerous persons were resorting towards Scotland, I 
thought it might conduce to his Majesty’s service to intercept or 
interrupt that dangerous intelligence which is too notoriously held 
between the ill-affected of both nations.

The questions relate 
principally to the state of the ordnance stores; as, for example, 
how many pieces of ordnance might be provided to march with an 
army within a month; provision being required for 16,000 foot, 
whereof 10,000 were to be musqueteers and 6,000 pikes, what 
particular stores for such a force were defective, and what the cost 
of the supply; 12 pieces of ordnance completely mounted and 
furnished to be shipped next week with all necessary provisions; 
report the number of pickaxes, shovels, and spades in store; draw 
a list of all officers requisite to march with a train of artillery with 
their entertainments ; estimate the charge of providing 50 tons of 
match and 50 tons of lead in shot; consider what shipping will be 
required to transport the 12 pieces of ordnance with 100 rounds of 
shot, and to transport 50 tons of thatch and 50 tons of lead in shot;

any business concerning our visitation I should not have presumed 
to interrupt your more weighty affairs. It seems strange to you 
that by the custom of the college every junior Fellow may command 
the registers and books of accounts to hischambers. I desire you to 
consider whether there be any more incongruity in this than that 
one of the juniors should be chosen sub-warden, as the present 
warden was, being but regent master. Were it not then a greater 
incongruity for the senior Fellows to send to a puisne, and to be in 
danger of a repulse from him? The disdain whereof has made me 
forbear to send for any of these books, by means whereof many 
foul practices probably lie concealed. I make no question but 
Mr. Warden will peremptorily resolve you that there has been no 
such custom, though he is such a stranger to our college affairs that 
he knows no more of our customs than he does of St. John’s. Before 
Fisher was sub-warden I never knew it denied to any man. The 
books which may be of use at the hearing are two college registers, 
the old and the new, the dean’s book, the register of the treasury, 
the court roll book, the two last bursar’s books, two bundles of the 
present and former warden’s accounts. Besides these, if you require 
that all bonds made to the college may be brought up, a notable 
piece of knavery may be discovered. [1 p.]

away the letters of reprisal from Henley and Polhill’s men-of-war, 
and commanded them in, and are since gone in pursuit of the Turks.

As far back as the year 1800, a Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House of 
Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words; but it 
was not until the incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public 
Record Office that the present Master of the Rolls found himself in a position 


to take the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the House of 
Commons. 


On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that although 
* the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge constitute the most 
* complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized world,” and 
although “they are of the greatest value in a historical and constitutional 
* point of view, yet they are comparatively useless to the public, from the 
‘“* want of proper Calendars and Indexes.” 


Acting upon the recommendations of the Committees of the House of 
Commons above referred to, he suggested to the Lords of the Treasury that 
to effect the object he had in view it would be necessary for him to employ a 
few persons fully qualified to perform the work which he contemplated. 


Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 

Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians were 
inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings still remained in 
manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single copy only. They added, “ that an 
“ uniform and convenient edition of the whole, published under His Majesty’s 
* royal sanction, would be an undertaking honourable to His Majesty’s reign, 
** and conducive to the advancement of historical and constitutional know- 
“ ledge ; that the House therefore humbly besought His Majesty, that He 
“* would be graciously pleased to give such directions as His Majesty, in His 
“ wisdom, might think fit, for the publication of a complete edition of the 
“ ancient historians of this realm, and assured His Majesty that whatever 
expense might be necessary for this purpose would be made good.” 
The Master of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given 
to the resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Treasury in 1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. In 
selecting these works, it was considered right, in the first instance, to 
give preference to those of which the manuscripts were unique, or the 
materials of which would help to fill up blanks in English history for 
which no satisfactory and authentic information hitherto existed in any 
accessible form. One great object the Master of the Rolls had in view was 
to form a corpus historicum within reasonable limits, and which should be 
as complete as possible. In a subject of so vast a range, it was important 
that the historical student should be able to select such volumes as conformed 
with his own peculiar tastes and studies, and not be put to the expense of 
purchasing the whole collection ; an inconvenience inseparable from any 
other plan than that which has been in this instance adopted. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes have been pub- 
lished. ‘They embrace the period from the earliest time of British history 
down to the end of the reign of Henry VII. 
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1, Toe CHRonIcLE oF ENGLAND, by Jonn Capcrave. Edited hy the 
Rev. F. C. Hiyceston, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 


Capgrave was prior of Lyna, in Norfolk, and provincial of the order of the 
Friars Hermits of England shortly before the year 1464. His Chronicle extends 
from the creation of the world to the year 1417. As a record of the language 
spoken in Norfolk (being written in English), it is of considerable value. 


2. Curonicon Monasterii DE Apinepon. Vols. I, and Il. Edited by 
the Rev. JosepH Stevenson, M.A., of University College, Durham, 
and Vicar of Leighton Buzzard. 1858. 


This Chronicle traces the history of the great Benedictine monastery of 
Abingdon in Berkshire, from its foundation by King Ina of Wessex, to the 
reign of Richard I., shortly after which period the present narrative was drawn 
up by an inmate of the establishment. The author had access to the title-deeds 
of the house ; and incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon 
kings, of great importance as illustrating not only the history of the locality 
but that of the kingdom. The work is now printed for the first time. 


3. Lives or Epwarp tHe Conressor. I.—La Estoire de Seint Aedward 
le Rei. Il.—Vita Beati Edvardi Regis et Confessoris. IIJ.—Vita 
JEduuardi Regis qui apud Westmonasterium requiescit. Edited by 
Henry Ricuarps Luarp, M.A., Fellow and Assistant Tutor of Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 1858. 


The first is a poem in Norman French, containing 4,686 lines, addressed to 
Alianor, Queen of Henry III., and probably written in the year 1245, on the 
occasion of the restoration of the church of Westminster. Nothing is known 
of the author. The second is an anonymous poem, containing 536 lines, written 
between the years 1440 and 1450, by command of Henry VI., to whom it 
is dedicated. It does not throw any new light on the reign of Edward the 
Confessor, but is valuable as a specimen of the Latin poetry of the time. The 
third, also by an anonymous author, was apparently written for Queen Edith, 
between the years 1066 and 1074, during the pressure of the suffering brought 
on the Saxons by the Norman conquest. It notices many facts not found in 
other writers, and some which differ considerably from the usual accounts. 


4. MonuMENTA FRANotscaAna; scilicet, 1—Thomas de Eccleston de Ad- 
ventu Fratrum Minorum in Angliam. II.—Adz de Marisco Epistole. 
Il1.—Registrum Fratrum Minorum Londoniw. Ldited by J. S. 
Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King’s College, 
London. 1858. 


This volume contains original materials for the history of the settlement of 
the order of Saint Francis in England, the letters of Adam de Marisco, and 
other papers connected with the foundation and diffusion of this great body. It 
has been the aim of the editor to collect whatever historical information could be 
found in this country, towards illustrating a period of the national history for 
which only scanty materials exist. None of these have been before printed. 


5. Fascicutt Zizantiornum Magistrr JoOHANNIS Wycuir cum TRrirTIco. 
Ascribed to Toomas NettTER, of WALDEN, Provincial of the Carmelite 
Order in England, and Confessor to King Henry the Fifth. Edited by 
the Rev. W. W. Surriey, M.A., Tutor and late Fellow of Wadham 
College, Oxford. 1858. 


This work derives its principal value from being the only contemporaneous 
account of the rise of the Lollards, When written, the disputes of the school- 
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men had been extended to the field of theology, and they appear both in the j 
writings of Wycliff and in those of his adversaries. Wycliff’s little bundles 
of tares are not less metaphysical than theological, and the conflict between 
Nominalists and Realists rages side by side with the conflict between the different 
interpreters of Scripture. The work gives a good idea of the controversies at 
the end of the 14th and the beginning of the 15th centuries. 





6. Tue Burk or THE Croniciis oF SCOTLAND ; or, A Metrical Version of 
the History of Hector Boece ; by Witt1am Stewart. Vols. I., IL, 


and III. Edited by W. B. Turnsutt, Esq., of Lincoln’s Inn, Barrister- 
at-Law. 1858. 


This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, and was written in the 
first half of the 16th century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends, 
and ends with the death of James I. of Scotland, and the “ evil ending of the 
traitors that slew him.” Strict accuracy of statement is not to be looked for in 
such a work as this ; but the stories of the colonization of Spain, Ireland, and 
Scotland are interesting if not true; and the chronicle is valuable as a reflection 
of the manners, sentiments, and character of the age in which it was composed. 
The peculiarities of the Scottish dialect are well illustrated in this metrical version, 
and the student of language will find ample materials for comparison with the 
English dialects of the same period, and with modern lowland Scotch. 


7. JOHANNIS CAPGRAVE LIBER DE ILitustrisus Henricis. Edited by the 
Rev. F. C. Hrnerston, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 


This work is dedicated to Henry VI. of England, who appears to have been, in 
the author’s estimation, the greatest of all the Henries. It is divided into three 
distinct parts, each having its own separate dedication. The first part relates only 
to the history of the Empire, and extends from the election of Henry I., the 
Fowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry VI. The second part is 
devoted to English history, and extends from the accession of Henry I. in the year 
1100, to the year 1446, which was the twenty-fourth year of the reign of King 
Henry VI. ‘The third part contains the lives of illustrious men who have borne 
the name of Henry in various parts of the world. 

Capgrave was born in 1393, in the reign of Richard II., and lived during the 
Wars of the Roses, for the history of which period his work is of some value. 


8. HistortA Monastert1 §. Aveustint CANTUARIENSIS, by THOMAS OF 
Ex.muam, formerly Monk and Treasurer of that Foundation. Edited 
by Cuartes Harpwick, M.A., Fellow of St. Catharine’s Hall, and 
Christian Advocate in the University of Cambridge. 1858. 


This history extends from the arrival of St. Augustine in Kent until 1191. 
Prefixed is a chronology as far as 1418, which shows in outline what was to have 
been the character of the work when completed. The only copy known is in the 
possession of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. The author was connected with Norfolk, 
and most probably with Elmham, whence he derived his name. 


9, Evitocium (Histor1arum sive Temporis): Chronicon ab Orbe condito 
usque ad Annum Domini 1366; a Monacho quodam Malmesbiriensi 
exaratum. Vols. L., IL, and II. Edited by F. S. Haypvon, Esq., B.A. 
1858-1863. 


This is a Latin Chronicle extending from the Creation to the latter part of the 
reign of Edward III., and written by a monk of the Abbey of Malmesbury, in 
Wiltshire, about the year 1367. A continuation, carrying the history of England 
down to the year 1413, was added in the former half of the fifteenth century by 
an author whose name is not known. The original Chronicle is divided into 
five books, and contains a history of the world generally, but more especially 
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of England to the year 1366. The continuation extends the history down to 
the coronation of Henry V. The Eulogium itself is chiefly valuable as contain- 
ing a history, by a contemporary, of the period between 1356 and 1366. The 
notices of events appear to have been written very soon after their occurrence, 
Among other interesting matter, the Chronicle contains a diary of the Poitiers 
campaign, evidently furnished by some person who accompanied the army of the 
Black Prince. The continuation of the Chronicle is also the work of a contem- 
porary, and gives a very interesting account of the reigns of Richard II. and 
Henry IV. It is believed to be the earliest authority for the statement that the 
latter monarch died in the Jerusalem Chamber at Westminster. 


10, MemoriaAts oF Henry THE SEVENTH: Bernardi Andree Tholosatis 
Vita Regis Henrici Septimi; necnon alia quedam ad eundem Regem 
spectantia. Edited by James GAIRDNER, Esq. 1858. 


The contents of these volumes are—(1) a life of Henry VII., by his poet 
laureate and historiographer, Bernard André, of Toulouse, with some composi- 
tions in verse, of which he is supposed to have been the author; (2) the journals 
of Roger Machado during certain embassies on which he was sent by Henry VII. 
to Spain and Brittany, the first of which had reference to the marriage of the 
King’s son, Arthur, with Catharine of Arragon; (3) two curious reports by 
envoys sent to Spain in the year 1505 touching the succession to the Crown 
of Castile, and a project of marriage between Henry VII. and the Queen of 
Naples; and (4) an account of Philip of Castile’s reception in England in 1506. 
Other documents of interest in connexion with the period are given in an appendix, 


11. Memortats or Henry THE Firtn. I.—Vita Henrici Quinti, Roberto 
Redmanno auctore. II.—Versus Rhythmici in laudem Regis Henrici 
Quinti. III.—Elmhami Liber Metricus de Henrico V. Edited by 
Cuartes A. Coz, Esq. 1858. 


This volume contains three treatises which more or less illustrate the history of 
the reign of Henry V., viz.: A Life by Robert Redman ; a Metrical Chronicle by 
Thomas Elmham, prior of Lenton, a contemporary author; Versus Rhythmici, 
written apparently by a monk of Westminster Abbey, who was also a contempo- 
rary of Henry V. These works are printed for the first time. 


12. MuntmMeNTA GiILpDHALLZ Lonpontensis; Liber Albus, Liber Cus- 
tumarum, et Liber Horn, in archivis Gildhalle asservati. Vol. L, 
Liber Albus. Vol. II. (in Two Parts), Liber Custumarum. Vol. IIL, 
Translation of the Anglo-Norman Passages in Liber Albus, Glossaries, 
Appendices, and Index. Edited by Henry Tuomas RixeEy, Esq., M.A., 
Barrister-at-Law. 1859-1862. 


The manuscript of the Liber Albus, compiled by John Carpenter, Common 
Clerk of the City of London in the year 1419, a large folio volume, is pre- 
served in the Record Room of the City of London. It gives an account of 
the laws, regulations, and institutions of that City in the twelfth, thirteenth, 
fourteenth, and early part of the fifteenth centuries. 

The Liber Custumarum was compiled probably by various hands in the early 
part of the fourteenth century during the reign of Edward Il. The manuscript, 
a folio volume, is also preserved in the Record Room of the City of London, 
though some portion in its original state, borrowed from the City in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth and never returned, forms part of the Cottonian MS. 
Claudius D. II. in the British Museum. It also gives an account of the laws, 
regulations, and institutions of the City of London in the twelfth, thirteenth, and 
early part of the fourteenth centuries. 


13. CHronicA JOHANNIS DE OxENEDES. Edited by Sir Henry EL:tts, 
K.H. 1859. 


Although this Chronicle tells of the arrival of Hengist and Horsa in England 
in the year 449, yet it substantially begins with the reign of King Alfred, and 
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comes down to the year 1292, where it ends abruptly. The history is particu- 
larly valuable for notices of events in the eastern portions of the kingdom, 
which are not to be elsewhere obtained, and some curious facts are mentioned 
relative to the floods in that part of England, which are confirmed in the Fries- 
land Chronicle of Anthony Heinrich, pastor of the Island of Mohr. 





14, A CoLiecTIon oF PoLiTicaAL PoEMs AND SONGS RELATING TO ENGLISH 
History, FROM THE AccEssiON OF Epwarp III. To THE REIGN OF 
Henry VIII. Vols. I. and Il. Edited by THomas Wricurt, Esq. 
M.A. 1859-1861. 


These Poems are perhaps the most interesting of all the historical writings of 
the period, though they cannot be relied on for accuracy of statement. They 
are various in character ; some are upon religious subjects, some may be called 
satires, and some give no more than a court scandal; but as a whole they pre- 

D sent a very fair picture of society, and of the relations of the different classes 

to one another. The period comprised is in itself interesting, and brings us, 
through the decline of the feudal system, to the beginning of our modern 
history. The songs in old English are of considerable value to the philologist. 


15. The “ Opus Trertivum,” “ Opus Minus,” &c., of Roger Bacon. Edited 
by J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King’s 
College, London. 1859. 


This is the celebrated treatise—never before printed—so frequently referred 
to by the great philosopher in his works. It contains the fullest details we 
possess of the life and labours of Roger Bacon: also a He seem by the same 
author, supposed to be unique, the “ Compendium Studii Theologie.” 


16. BARTHOLOMaI DE Cotton, Monacat Norwicensis, Historra An- 
GLICANA; 449-1298: necnon ejusdem Liber de Archiepiscopis et 
Episcopis Anglie. Edited by Henry Ricnarps Luarp, M.A., Fellow 
and Assistant Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1859. 

The author, a monk of Norwich, has here given us a Chronicle of England 
from the arrival of the Saxons in 449 to the year 1298, in or about which year 
it appears that he died. The latter portion of this history (the whole of the 
reign of Edward I. more especially) is of great value, as the writer was contem- 
porary with the events which he records. An Appendix contains several illus- 
trative documents connected with the previous narrative. 


17. Brut y Tywysoaion; or, The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales. 
Edited by the Rev. Joun WittiAMs 4B ItHEL, M.A. 1860. 

This work, also known as “ The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales,” has 
been attributed to Caradoc of Llancarvan, who flourished about the middle of 
the twelfth century. It is written in the ancient Welsh language, begins with 
the abdication and death of Caedwala at Rome, in the year 681, and continues 
the history down to the subjugation of Wales by Edward I., about the year 1282. 


18. A CoriectTion oF Royat anp Historica, LETTERS DURING THE 
Reign or Henry IV. 1399-1404. Edited by the Rev. F. C. Hin- 
crston, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1860. 

This volume, like all the others in the series containing a miscellaneous selec- 
tion of letters, is valuable on account of the light it throws upon biographical 
history, and the familiar view it presents of characters, manners, and events. 
The period requires much elucidation; to which it will materially contribute. 


19. Tue RerressoR OF OVER MUCH BLAMING OF THE CLERGY. By 
REGINALD Pecock, sometime Bishop of Chichester. Vols. I. and II. 
Edited by CuurcuiLt Basineton, B:D., Fellow of St. John’s College, 
Cambridge. 1860. 


The “ Repressor” may be considered the earliest piece of good theological dis- 
quisition of which our English prose literature can boast. The author was born

21. Toe Works or GirALpus CAMBRENSIS. 
by J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King’s College, 
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about the end of the fourteenth century, consecrated Bishop of St. Asaph in 
the year 1444, and translated to the see of Chichester in 1450. While Bishop of 
St, Asaph, he zealously defended his brother prelates from the attacks of those 
who censured the bishops for their neglect of duty. He maintained that it was no 
part of a bishop’s functions to appear in the pulpit, and that his time might be 
more profitably spent, and his dignity better maintained, in the performance of 
works of a higher character. Among those who thought differently were the 
Lollards, and against their general doctrines the “‘ Repressor” is directed. Pecock 
took up a position midway between that of the Roman Church and that of the 
modern Anglican Church; but his work is interesting chiefly because it gives a 
full account of the views of the Lollards and of the arguments by which they were 
supported, and because it assists us to ascertain the state of feeling which ulti- 
mately led to the Reformation. Apart from religious matters, the light thrown upon 
contemporaneous history is very small, but the “ Repressor” has great value 
for the philologist, as it tells us what were the characteristics of the language in 
use among the cultivated Englishmen of the fifteenth century. Pecock, though 
an opponent of the Lollards, showed a certain spirit of toleration, for which he 
received, towards the end of his life, the usual medieval reward—persecution. 


These annals, which are in Latin, commence in the year 447, and come down 
to the year 1288. Theearlier portion appears to be taken from an Irish Chronicle, 
which was also used by Tigernach, and by the compiler of the Annals of Ulster. 
During its first century it contains scarcely anything relating to Britain, the 
earliest direct concurrence with English history is relative to the mission of 
Augustine. Its notices throughout though brief, are valuable. The annals 
were probably written at St. Davids, by Blegewryd, Archdeacon of Llandaff, 
the most learned man in his day in all Cymru.

The first three volumes contain the historical works of Gerald du Barry, who 
lived in the reigns of Henry IL, Richard I., and John, and attempted to re- 
establish the independence of Wales by restoring the see of St. Davids to its 
ancient primacy. His works are of a very miscellaneous nature, both in prose 
and verse, and are remarkable chiefly for the racy and original anecdotes which 
they contain relating to contemporaries. He is the only Welsh writer of any 
importance who has contributed so much to the medieval literature of this 
country, or assumed, in consequence of his nationality, so free and independent 
atone. His frequent travels in Italy, in France, in Ireland, and in Wales, gave 
him opportunities for observation which did not generally fall to the lot of medieval 
writers in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and of these observations Giraldus 
has made due use. Only extracts from these treatises have been printed before, 
and almost all of them are taken from unique manuscripts. 

The Topographia Hibernica (in Vol. V.) is the result of Giraldus’ two visits to 
Ireland. The first in the year 1183, the second in 1185-6, when he accompanied 
Prince John into that eountry. Curious as this treatise is, Mr. Dimock is of 
opinion that it ought not to be accepted as sober truthful history, for Giraldus 
himself states that truth was not his main object, and that he compiled the work 
for the purpose of sounding the praises of Henry the Second. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, he declares that he had stated nothing in the Topographia of the truth of 
which he was not well assured, either by his own eyesight or by the testimony, 
with all diligence elicited, of the most trustworthy and authentic men in the 
country ; that though he did not put just the same full faith in their reports as 
in what he had himself seen, yet, as they only related what they had themselves 
seen, he could not but believe such credible witnesses. A very interesting portion 
of this treatise is devoted to the animals of Ireland. It shows that he was a very 
accurate and acute observer, and his descriptions are given in a way that a 
scientific naturalist of the present day could hardly improve upon. The Expug- 
natio Hibernica was written about the year 1188, and may be regarded rather 
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as a great epic than a sober relation of facts occurring in his own days. No 
one can peruse it without coming to the conclusion that it is rather a poetical 
fiction than a prosaic truthful history.

The letters and papers contained in these volumes are derived chiefly from 
originals or contemporary copies extant in the Bibliothéque Impérial, and the 
Depdt des Archives, in Paris. They illustrate the line of policy adopted by 
John Duke of Bedford and his successors during their government of Normandy, 
and such other provinces of France as had been acquired by Henry V. We 
may here trace, step by step, the gradual declension of the English power, until 
we are prepared to read of its final overthrow. 


23. THe ANGLO-SAxon CHRONICLE, ACCORDING TO THE SEVERAL ORIGINAL 
Avtnorities. Vol. I., Original Texts. Vol. II., Translation. Edited 
and translated by Brensamin Tuorper, Esq., Member of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences at Munich, and of the Society of Netherlandish 
Literature at Leyden.

This Chronicle, extending from the earliest history of Britain to the year 
1154, is justly the boast of England ; for no other nation can produce any history, 
written in its own vernacular, at all approaching it, either in antiquity, truthful- 
ness, or extent, the historical books of the Bible alone excepted. There’ are at 
present six independent manuscripts of the Saxon Chronicle, ending in different 
years, and written in different parts of the country. In the present edition, the 
text of each manuscript is printed in columns on the same page, so that the 
student may see at a glance the various changes which occur in orthography, 
whether arising from locality or age. 


24, LETTERS AND PAPERS ILLUSTRATIVE OF THE REIGNS oF RICHARD III. 


AND Henry VII. Vols. I. and II. Edited by James Garrpner, Esq. 
1861-1863. 


The Papers are derived from MSS. in the Public Record Office, the British 
Museum, and other repositories. The period to which they refer is unusually 
destitute of chronicles and other sources of historical information, so that the 
light obtained from these documents is of special importance. The principal 
contents of the volumes are some diplomatic Papers of Richard III. ; correspon- 
dence between Henry VII. and Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain; documents 
relating to Edmund de la Pole, Earl of-Suffolk; and a portion of the corre- 
spondence of James IV. of Scotland. 


25. LETTERS OF Bishop GRrossETESTE, illustrative of the Social Condition 
of his Time. Edited by Henry Ricnarps Luarp, M.A,, Fellow and 
Assistant Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1861. 

The Letters of Robert Grosseteste (131 in number) are here collected from various 
sources, and a large portion of them is printed for the first time. They range in 
date from about 1210 to 1253, and relate to various matters connected not only 
with the political history of England during the reign of Henry III, but with 
its ecclesiastical condition. ‘They refer especially to the diocese of Lincoln, of 
which Grosseteste was bishop. 


26. DesoriPTiVE CATALOGUE OF MANUSCRIPTS RELATING TO THE HisTORY 
or GREAT Britarn anv IRELAND. Vol. I. (in Two Parts) ; Anterior 
to the Norman Invasion. Vol. II.; 1066-1200. By Tuomas Durrus 
Harpy, Esq., Deputy Keeper of the Public Records. 1862-1865. 


The object of this work is to publish notices of all known sources of British 
history, both printed and unprinted, in one continued sequence. The materials, 
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when historical (as distinguished from biographical), are arranged under the 
year in which the latest event is recorded in the chronicle or history, and not 
under the period in which its author, real or supposed, flourished. Biographies 
are enumerated under the year in which the person commemorated died, and not 
under the year in which the life was written. This arrangement has two 
advantages: the materials for any given period may be seen at a glance; and 
if the reader knows the time when an author wrote, and the number of years 
4 that had elapsed between the date of the events and the time the writer flourished, 
he will generally be enabled to form a fair estimate of the comparative value of -q 
the narrative itself. A briefanalysis of each work has been added when deserving 
i - it, in which the original portions are distinguished from those which are mere 
compilations. When possible, the sources are indicated from which such com- 
pilations have been derived. A biographical sketch of the author of each piece 
has been added, and a brief notice has also been given of such British authors as 
have written on historical subjects.

} Montfort. The affairs of France form the subject of many of them, especially 
i in regard to the province of Gascony. The entire collection consists of nearly 
700 documents, the greater portion of which is printed for the first time.

Its chief feature is 
an autobiography, which makes us acquainted with the inner daily life ofa 
great abbey, such as but rarely has been recorded. Interspersed are many 
notices of general, personal, and local history which will be read with much 
interest. This work exists in a single MS., and is for the first time printed. 


80. RicarDI DE CIRENCESTRIA SPECULUM HISTORIALE DE GeEstTIs REGUM 
Anemia. Vol. I., 447-871. Edited by Joun E. B. Mayor, M.A., 
Fellow of St. John’s College, Cambridge. 1863. 


Of the compiler of this work, which is in four parts, very little is known. 
In the prologue he calls himself Richard, a monk of Westminster, and at the end 
of the first part, Richard of Cirencester, a monk of St. Peter’s, Westminster. 
One volume only, containing the -first three books, has been published, the re- 
mainder is in the press, and will shortly appear. There is a continuation of the 
work down to the year 1348, which in due time will also be printed. 





31. YeAR Books or THE Reign oF Epwarp THE First. Years 20-21, 
30-31, and 32-33. Edited and translated by ALFRED JoHN Horwoop, 
Esq., of the Middle Temple, Barrister-at-Law. 1863-1866. 


The volumes known as the “ Year Books” contain reports in Norman-French 
of cases argued and decided in the Courts of Common Law. They may be con- 
sidered to a great extent as the “ lex non scripta” of England, and have been held 
in the highest veneration by the ancient sages of the law, and were received by 
them as the repositories of the first recorded judgments and dicta of the great 
legal luminaries of past ages. They are also worthy of the attention of the 
general reader on account of the historical information and the notices of public 
and private persons which they contain, as well as the light which they throw 
on ancient manners and customs.

This volume contains the narrative of an eye-witness who details with con-

pulsion of the English from Normandy inthe year 1450. The history commences 
with the infringement of the truce by the capture of Fougéres, and ends with 


the battle of Formigny and the embarkation of the Duke of Somerset. The 
whole period embraced is less than two years. 


33. Historia er CARTuLARIUM Monasteru §. Petri GLOUCEsTRIZ. Vols. 
1, IL, and III. Edited by W. H. Hart, Esq., F.S.A., Membre corre- 
spondant de la Société des Antiquaires de Normandie. 1863-1867. 


This work consists of two parts, the History and the Cartulary of the Monastery 
of St. Peter, Gloucester. The history furnishes an account of the monastery 
from its foundation, i in the year 681, to the early part of the reign of Richard IL, 
together with a calendar of donations and benefactions. It treats principally of 
the affairs of the monastery, but occasionally matters of general history are 
introduced. Its authorship has generally been assigned to Walter Froucester, 
the twentieth abbot, but without any foundation. 


34, ALEXANDRI Neckam DE Natvuris RERUM LIBRI DUO; with NEcKAM’s 


Porm, De Lauprsus Divinz Sapientiz. Edited by Tuomas WricaHrt, 
Esq., M.A. 1863. 


Neckam was a man who devoted himself to science, such as it was in the 
twelfth century. In the “ De Naturis Rerum” are to be found what may be 
called the rudiments of many sciences mixed up with much error and ignorance. 
Neckam was not thought infallible, even by his contemporaries, for Roger Bacon 
remarks of him, “ this Alexander in many things wrote what was true and useful ; 
** but he neither can nor ought by just title to be reckoned among authorities.” 
Neckam, however, had sufficient independence of thought to differ from some 
of the schoolmen who in his time considered themselves the only judges of litera- 
ture. He had his own views in morals, and in giving us a glimpse of them, as 
well as of his other opinions, he throws much light upon the manners, customs, 
and general tone of thought prevalent in the twelfth century. The poem entitled 
“De Laudibus Divine Sapientie” appears to be a metrical paraphrase or 
abridgment of the “ De Naturis Rerum.” It is written in the elegiac metre ; 
and though there are many lines which violate classical rules, it is, as a whole, 
above the ordinary standard of medieval Latin. 


35. LrEcHpoms, WORTCUNNING, AND STARCRAFT OF EARLY ENGLAND ; being 
a Collection of Documents illustrating the History of Science in this 
Country before the Norman Conquest. Vols. I., I, and III. Collected 


and edited by the Rev. T. Oswatp Cockayne, M.A., of St. John’s 
College, Cambridge. 1864-1866. 


This work illustrates not only the history of science, but the history of super- 
stition. In addition to the information bearing directly upon the medical skill 
and medical faith of the times, there are many passages which incidentally throw 
light upon the general mode of life and ordinary diet. The volumes are interesting 
not only in their scientific, but also in their social aspect. ‘The manuscripts from 
which they have been printed are valuable to the Anglo-Saxon scholar for the 
illustrations they afford of Anglo-Saxon orthography.

The extreme period 
which they embrace ranges from the year 1 to 1432, although they refer more 
especially to the reigns of John, Henry III., and Edward I. Some of these narra- 
tives have already appeared in print, but others are printed for the first time. 


. Maena Vira S. Huconis Episcor: Lincotnrensis. From Manuscripts 


in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, and the Imperial Library, Paris. Edited 
by the Rev. James F. Diwocg, M.A., Rector of Barnburgh, Yorkshire. 
1864. 

This work contains a number of very curious and interesting incidents, and, 
being the work of a contemporary, is very valuable, not only as a truthful 
biography of a celebrated ecclesiastic, but as the work of a man, who, from per- 
sonal knowledge, gives notices of passing events, as well as of individuals who 
were then taking active part in public affairs. The author, in all probability, 
was Adam Abbot of Evesham. He was domestic chaplain and private confessor 
of Bishop Hugh, and in these capacities he was admitted to the closest intimacy. 
Bishop Hugh was Prior of Witham for 11 years before he became Bishop of 
Lincoln. His consecration took placd on the 21st September 1186 ; he died on 
the 16th of November 1200; and was canonized in 1220.

The authorship of the Chronicle in Vol. I., hitherto ascribed to Geoffrey 
Vinesauf, is now more correctly ascribed to Richard, Canon of the Holy Trinity 
of London. The narrative extends from 1187 to 1199; but its chief interest 
consists in the minute and authentic narrative which it furnishes of the exploits 
of Richard I., from his departure from England in December 1189 to his death 
in 1199. The author states in his prologue that he was an eye-witness of much 
that he records ; and various incidental circumstances which occur in the course 
of the narrative confirm this assertion. 

The letters in Vol. II., written between 1187 and 1199, are of value as 
furnishing authentic materials for the history of the ecclesiastical condition of 
England during the reign of Richard I. They had their origin in a dispute which 
arose from the attempts of Baldwin and Hubert, archbishops of Canterbury, to 
found a college of secular canons, a project which gave great umbrage to the 
monks of Canterbury, who saw in it a design to supplant them in their function 
of metropolitan chapter. These letters are printed, for the first time, from a MS. 
belonging to the archiepiscopal library at Lambeth.

40. A CoLLECTION OF THE CHRONICLES AND ANCIENT HisTORIES OF GREAT 


BRITAIN, NOW CALLED ENGLAND, by JOHN DE WavRriN. Albina to 688. 
(Translation of the preceding Vol. 1.) Edited and translated by 
Wiiram Harpy, Esq., F.S.A. 1864. 


This curious chronicle extends from the fabulous period of history down to the 
return of Edward IV, to England in the year 1471, after the second deposition of 
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ilenry VI. The manuscript from which the text of the work is taken is pre- 
served in the Imperial Library at Paris, and is believed to be the only complete 
and nearly contemporary copy in existence. The work, as originally bound, 
was comprised in six volumes, since rebound in morocco in 12 volumes, folio 
maximo, vellum, and is illustrated with exquisite miniatures, vignettes, and initial 
letters. It was written towards the end of the fifteenth century, having been 
expressly executed for Louis de Bruges, Seigneur de la Gruthuyse and Earl of 
Winchester, from whose cabinet it passed into the library of Louis XII. at Blois, 


41. Potycuronicon RANULPHI HIGDEN, with Trevisa’s Translation. Vols. I. 
and II, Edited by Cuurcuitt Basineton, B.D., Senior Fellow of 
St. John’s College, Cambridge. 1865-1869. 


This is one of the many medieval chronicles which assume the character of a 
history of the world. It begins with the creation, and is brought down to the 
author’s own time, the reign of Edward III. Prefixed to the historical portion, is 
a chapter devoted to geography, in which is given a description of every known 
land. ‘I'o say that the Polychronicon was written in the fourteenth century is to 
say that it is not free from inaccuracies. It has, however, a value apart from its 
intrinsic merits. It enables us to forma very fair estimate of the knowledge of 
history and geography which well-informed readers of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries possessed, for it was then the standard work on general history. 

The two English translations, which are printed with the original Latin, afford 
interesting illustrations of the gradual change of our language, for one was made 
in the fourteenth century, the other in the fifteenth. The differences between 
Trevisa’s version and that of the unknown writer are often considerable. 


42. Lu Livere pe Reis pE Brittanre £© Le Livere pve Re!s per 
EneiteterReE. Edited by Joun Giover, M.A., Vicar of Brading, Isle of 
Wight, formerly Librarian of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1865. 


These two treatises, though they cannot rank as independent narratives, are 
nevertheless valuable as careful abstracts of previous historians, especially “ Le 
Livere de Reis de Engletere.” Some various readings are given which are 
interesting to the philologist as instances of semi-Saxonized French. 

It is supposed that Peter of Ickham must have been the author, but no certain 
conclusion on that point has been arrived at.

The Abbey of Meaux was a Cistercian house, and the work of its abbot is both 
curious and valuable. It is a faithful and often minute record of the establishment 
ef a religious community, of its progress in forming an ample revenue, of its 
struggles to maintain its acquisitions, and of its relations to the governing 
institutions of the country. In addition to the private affairs of the monastery, 
some light is thrown upon the public events of the time, which are however kept 
distinct, and appear at the end of the history of each abbot’s administration. The 
text has been printed from what is said to be the autograph of the original 
compiler, Thomas de Burton, the nineteenth abbot.

The exact date at which this work was written is, according to the chronicler, 
1250, The history is of considerable value as an illustration of the period during 
which the author lived, and contains a good summary of the events which followed 
the Conquest. This minor chronicle is, however, based on another work (also 
written by Matthew Paris) giving fuller details, which has been called the 
‘Historia Major. The chronicle here published, nevertheless, gives some 
information not to be found in the greater history.

The “Book of Hyde” is a compilation from much earlier sources, which are 
usually indicated with considerable care and precision. In many cases, however, 
the Hyde chronicler appears to correct, to qualify, or to amplify— either from 
tradition or from sources of information not now discoverable—the statements 
which, in substance, he adopts. He also mentions, and frequently quotes from, 
writers whose works are either entirely lost or at present known only by fragments. 

There is to be found, in the ‘‘ Book of Hyde,” much information relating to the 
reign of King Alfred which is not known to exist elsewhere. The volume 
contains some curious specimens of Anglo-Saxon and Medieval English.

There is, in this volume, a legendary account of the peopling of Ireland and of 
the adventures which befell the various heroes who are said to have been con- 
nected with Irish history. The details are, however, very meagre both for this 
period and for the time when history becomes more authentic. ‘The plan adopted 
in the chronicle gives the appearance of an accuracy to which the earlier portions 
of the work cannot have any claim. The succession of events is marked, year by 
year, from a.m. 1599 to A.D. 1150. The principal events narrated in the later 
portion of the work are the invasions of foreigners and the wars of the Irish 
among themselves. The text has been printed from a MS. preserved in the 
library of Trinity College, Dublin, written partly in Latin, partly in Irish. 


47. THe CHRONICLE OF PIERRE DE LANGTOFT, IN FRENCH VERSE, FROM

It is probable that Pierre de Langtoft was a canon of Bridlington, in Yorkshire, 
and that he lived in the reign of Edward I., and during a portion of the reign of 
Edward IJ. This chronicle is divided into three parts; in the first is an : 
abridgment of Geoffrey of Monmouth’s “ Historia Britonum,” in the second, a 
history of the Anglo-Saxon and Norman kings, down to the death of Henry IIL, 
and in the third a history of the reign of Edward I. The principal object of the 
work was apparently to show the justice of Edward’s Scottish wars. The 
language is singularly corrupt, and a curious specimen of the French of Yorkshire.

The work in its present form, in the editor’s opinion, is a comparatively modern 
version of an undoubtedly ancient original. That it was compiled from contem- 
porary materials has been proved by curious incidental evidence. It is stated in 
the account given of the battle of Clontarf that the full tide in Dublin Bay on the 
day of the battle (23 April 1014) coincided with sunrise; and that the returning 
tide in the evening aided considerably in the defeat of the Danes. ‘The fact has 
been verified by astronomical calculations, and the inference is that the author of 
the chronicle, if not himself an eye-witness, must have derived his information 
from those who were eye-witnesses. The contents of the work are sufficiently 
described in its title. The story is told after the manner of the Scandinavian 
Sagas, with poems and fragmenis of poems introduced into the prose narrative,

From 1148 to 1169—a very valuable portion of this 
work—the matter is derived from another source, to which Hoveden appears to 
have supplied little, and not always judiciously. From 1170 to 1192 is the 
portion which corresponds with the Chronicle known under the name of 
Benedict of Peterborough (see No. 49); but it is not a copy, being sometimes 
an abridgment, at others a paraphrase; occasionally the two works entirely 
agree, showing that both writers had access to the same materials, but dealt 
with them differently. From 1192 to 1201 may be said to be wholly Hoveden’s 
work ; it is extremely valuable, and an authority of the first importance.

This important and unique survey of the greater portion of England* is the 
oldest and most valuable record in the national archives. It was commenced 
about the year 1084 and finished in 1086. Its compilation was determined upon 
at Gloucester by William the Conqueror, in council, in order that he might 
know what was due to him, in the way of tax, from his subjects, and that each 
at the same time might know what he had to pay. It was compiled as much 
for their protection as for the benefit of the sovereign. The nobility and people 
had been grievously distressed at the time by the king bringing over large num- 
bers of French and Bretons, and quartering them on his subjects, “ each accord- 
“ ing to the measure of his land,” for the purpose of resisting the invasion of 
Cnut, King of Denmark, which was apprehended. The commissioners appointed 
to make the survey were to inquire the name of each.place ; who held it in the 
time of King Edward the Confessor ; the present possessor ; how many hides 
were in the manor ; how many ploughs were in demesne ; how many homagers ; 
how many villeins ; how many cottars; how many serving men; how many free 
tenants; how many tenants in soccage ; how much wood, meadow, and pasture; 
the number of mills and fish-ponds; what had been added or taken away from 
the place ; what was the gross value in the time of Edward the Confessor; the 
present value ; and how much each free man or soc-man had, and whether any 
advance could be made in the value. Thus could be ascertained who held the 
estate in the time of King Edward; who then held it ; its value in the time of 
the late king; and its value as it stood at the formation of the survey. So 
minute was the survey, that the writer of the contemporary portion of the Saxon 
Chronicle records, with some asperity—‘ So very narrowly he caused it to be 
“ traced out, that there was not a single hide, nor one virgate of land, nor even, 
“ it is shame to tell, though it seemed to him no shame to do, an ox, nor a cow, 
“ nor aswine was left, that was not set down.” 

Domesday Survey is in two parts or volumes. The first, in folio, contains the 
counties of Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Cambridge, Chester and Lancaster, Corn- 
wall, Derby, Devon, Dorset, Gloucester, Hants, Hereford, Herts, Huntingdon, 
Kent, Leicester and Rutland, Lincoln, Middlesex, Northampton, Nottingham, 
Oxford, Salop, Somerset, Stafford, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, Wilts, Worcester, 
and York. The second volume, in quarto, contains the counties of Essex, 
Norfolk, and Suffolk. 

Domesday Book was printed verbatim et literatim during the last century, in 
consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George III. in 1767. 
It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed early in 1783. 
In 1860, Her Majesty’s Government, with the concurrence of the Master of the 
Rolls, determined to apply the art of photozincography to the production of a 
fac-simile of Domesday Book, under the superintendence of Colonel Sir Henry 
James, R.E., director of the Ordnance Survey, Southampton. The fac-simile was 
completed in 1863. 


















































*For some reason left unexplained, many parts were left unsurveyed ; Northumberland, Cumberland, 
Westmoreland, and Durham, are not descri in the survey; nor does Lancashire appear under its 
proper name ; but Furness, and the northern part of Lancashire, as well as the south of Westmoreland, 
with a part of Cumberland, are included within the West Riding of Yorkshire. That part of Lancashire 
which lies between the Ribble and Mersey, and which at the time of the survey comprehended 688 
manors, is joined to Cheshire. Part of Rutland is described in the counties of Northampton and Lincoln.

The first Part extends from William the Conqueror to Henry VII., and contains 
autographs of the kings of England, as well as of many other illustrious per- 
sonages famous in history, and some interesting. charters, letters patent, and 
state papers. The second Part, for the reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI., 
consists principally of holograph letters and autographs of kings, princes, states- 
men, and other persons of great historical interest, who lived during those 
reigns. The third Part contains similar documents for the reigns of Mary and 
Elizabeth, including a signed bill of Lady Jane Grey. The fourth Part con- 
cludes the series, and comprises a number of documents taken from the originals 
belonging to the Constable of the Tower of London ; also several records illus- 
trative of the Gunpowder Plot, and a woodcut containing portraits of Mary Queen 
of Scots and James VI., circulated by their adherents in England, 1580-3.
